Republican Senators Declare 
Two-thirds Ratification Can-

Held by Some to be Little Short. of 
Apology — Root-Cortes Treaty

WASHINGTON, April 18.—A day's 
"study of the terms of the. proposed 
treaty. with Colonibia settling the’ Co- 
‘lombian claims against the United States 
arising out of-the establishment of the 
Republic of Panama’ has not increased 
the optimism of the supporters of the 
Administration as to its early ratifica- 
tion. It is apparent that delay in the 
publication of the treaty here resulted 
largely from fear that it. would stir up 
Senatorial . opposition incumbering the 
Tolls Repeal: bill ‘on its way to passage. 

. A curious. phase.of the situation is that 
while the State Department’ withholds 
the text of the treaty on the ground that 
it would be discourteous to the Senate 
to publish. it before submission to that 
body, ‘the department to-day permitted 
the publication of important diplomatic 
eorrespondence. that.. might tend to 
smooth out some of the objections to 
the treaty. This correspondence relates 
largely to the ‘Root-Cortes treaty of 
1909, which was negotiated for a pur- 
pose identical with.that of the proposed 
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convention, but which failed of. ratifica- 
tion by the Colombia Senate. 

Few. Senators wished to be quoted ‘in 
regard to the proposed -treaty. But in 
private Republicans made no secret of 
their ‘belief that the treaty never would 
get the necessary two-third vote...

RAILROADS GET EXTENSION. 


Need Not Discard Water Lines Until 
Cases Are Heard. 


WASHINGTON, April 18. — Railroads 
may .continue their interest in water 
lines, after July 1, according to a ruling 
of the Interstate Commercé Commission 
to-day, provided they have appled for 
such continuance to the commission, at 
least until such time as the commission 
shall have passed: upon the mente of 
their applications. 

The Panama law requirés that the 

common carriers: by rail which haye 
direct cr. indirect interest in common 
earriers by ‘water must divest them- 
selves-of that interest- by July 1 if the 
two carriers. may or do compete for 
traffic. The act confers upon the 
commission discretionary authority to 
determine whether the rail carrier shall 
divest itself of its water lines. 
It has been evident to the commission 
for weeks that it would be physically 
unable to pass upon all the applications 
by July 1. It probably will take sev- 
eral months te hear and determine. the 
many proceedings which have bcen in- 
stituted. Meanwhile no change in the 
general situation will take place.

MORE. DARING THAN LOOP. 


Dips One Wing Until Upside Down, 
Starts Motor, and Comes Up 


the Other Way.

The ‘side-roll, an entirely new feat 
in aviation and one which is ‘said 
to be more dangerous than the. loop- 
the-loop, was successfully accomplished 
yesterday over the Hempstead aviation 
field ‘by Charles F. Niles, thé young 
aviator who finished second in THE 
NEW YorK Times Aerial Derby around 
Manhattan. ‘ 

Niles 'went up in a Moisant monoplane 
propelled by an 80 horse-power Gnome 
engine. His reason for attempting the 
flight was not only to loop the loop, a 
feat which he successfully accomplished, 
but to prove that he could again fly up- 
side down as he did.on Feb. 2, when his 
engine stalled while he was in the mid- 
dle. of the loop. 

Niles made his side-roll in a fifty-five 
mile southwest wind end at an altitude 
of about 1,500 feet. He was flying on 
a level when he brought his machine 
up in the wind and by ‘“‘ banking’ it 
against the wind and by swaying his 
body, he suceéeded in making two com- 
plete side~ turns. 

The swaying of his body cabbie one 
of the planes to dip. The dip became 
greater until it reached a point where 
the* whole machine turned sidewise. 
Continuirig the. swaying motion of his 
body, Niles sent the monoplane going 
with such force that after hanging for 
a moment upside down it made another 
half roll sidewise and brought up in 


its first position. Twice he made this 
rolt and each time his - monoplane 
dropped, 500 feet before it came back to 
normal ‘position. 

*It was not so difficult,’ said Niles 
after he had come down. ‘I simply 
banked. her up against the~ wind and 
then used the full force of my hody to 
turn her over.’ 

On Feb. 2, while attempting. to 
loop-the-lo»sp, Niles fell 2,000 feet up- 
side down. He had made half of the 
turn when the gasoline drained away 
from his motor and it stopped. His 
maehine pointed almost straight 
downward and he fell. Those watch- 
ing the aviator from below believed 
that he was falling to his ‘death. 
Suddenly he manipulated’ his levers 
and checked his flight, and’ sailed 
away upside down. 

Since that time there has been some 
talk of his ability to loop-the-loop.

These measures, the most drastic 
ever taken at Lafayette College against 
hazing, were made public to-day.

DISDAINS .THE WIRELESS. 


German Cable Company Says It Will 
Not Supplant Submarine Lines. 
Special Cable to THE NEW Yor«e Trims. 
BERLIN, April 18.—The: German 
Cable Company still looks upon the 
transoceanic wireless as a ‘competitor 
unworthy of serious attention. The 
Deutsche Telegraphen Gesellschaft, 
which operates the Atlantic cables be- 
tween Germany and.the United States, 
Says in its annual report, just issued: 
“'The development of wireless teleg- 
raphy has taken such a form that its 
chief usefulness still ‘consists in trans- 
missions between ships and coasts or 
between the vessel themselves. It has 
also proved a very substantial feeder 
for telegraph and cable lines. 
“That wireless is not designed to 
supplant the cables is plainly indicated 
by the fact that the Governments of 
practically all cable-owning nations 
built new cables last year and that 
the cable companies which own pri- 


vate systems recently laid new lines in 
various directions, 

“The world's network of cables was 
extended during 1918 by 6,875 miles. 
The Government cables increased 23 
per: cent. and private cables 11 per 
cent.” 

The German cable company, which 
is subsidized to a certain extent by 
the Imperial Government, earned net 
profits of $870,000 in 1913, as com- 
pared with $632,000 in 1913, and has 
declared a 7% per cent. dividend.

INDIA: MUTINOUS, 
BUT HAS NO ARMS 


Rear Admiral: Clover Thinks 
There Would Be an Outbreak if 
Natives Could Bring It About. 


FOUND MUCH UNREST THERE 


Immense — Interest Taken In the 


Mexican Situation Surprised 
the American Officer. 


Special Cable to. Tam New Yorx Tres. 

LONDON, April 18.—India would be 
on the verge of another térrifie mu- 
tiny if the natives could only see 
their way clear to bring it about, 
according to Rear Admiral Richard- 
son Clover, U. 8S. .N., who has just 
returned to London after a. six- 
months’ visit to India, Burma, and 
Ceylon. 

Admiral Clover, who is staying at 
Claridge’s, said to a correspondent of 
THe New YorE Trmes: 

‘*I visited India twenty-five years 

ago, and the most noticeable change, 
the most interesting feature to me on 
my present trip was the changing 
condition of affairs as regards the 
natives. 
““Conditions are very unsettled. 
There is a great deal of agitation 
among the natives of all classes, but 
without their seeming to know just 
what they want. I was greatly im- 
pressed with the sulky air of the 
people and their very decided lack of 
respect for the whites. They no 
longer show the respect or fear for 
Europeans which was so marked 
formerly. They would have another 
rebellion if -they could see their way 
to it. 

“The natives are more conversant 
with conditions outside of India than 
ever before. I often noticed excited 
groups of people in the streets around 
equally excited speakers, and finally 
I asked my man what was up. He 
answered: 

“*O, nothing; only some man is 
preaching politics.’ 

“The Japanese success over the 
Russians has been. one great cause 
of the native unrest, and the. recent 
labor troubles in South Africa, the 
Ulster agitation, and the general 
‘world-wide labor and soctalistic agi- 
tation are also having their — on 
the natives. 

“The accurate and rH infor- 
mation which they have about Huerta, 
and America, too, was surprising. 
When, I was in India, twenty-five 
years ago; the natives hardly knew 
there was such a country as America, 
and they knew nothing of American 
politics. Now they. are well posted on 
current events, and their respect for 
whites has not grown as a result. 





“I found all the people in India, 
natives as well as the English, taking 
a keen interest in the Mexican situa- 
tion. The papers in India print very 
full accounts of the developments 
there. However, the natives have no 
arms or other means for making a 
successful uprising. It is a good. thing, 
too, for it would be a great misfortune 
for the peopie, as~they are better off 
under English control than they would 
be with political liberty. 

“I was also interested to note that 
India was filled with the cheap little 
American motor car. I wént all over 
India and Burmah with my family, ang 
everywhere, in cities as well as in the 
country, we saw small American cars 
likewise in Ceylon.” 

Admiral Clover took a motor tour in 
Europe for six months: before’ going to 
India, but did not take his- big car with 


him, as he heard it was too large for 
some places. 

Admiral Clover sailed for New York 
on“the Mauretania to-day; his family, 
now in Paris, will follow on the 
Olympic.

VICTOR HERBERT IN LONDON. 


| Ready to Enlist In Ireland’s Cause 
If Opera Work Permits. 

Special Cable to THE NEw YORK Timns. 

“LONDON, April 18.—Victor © Her- 
bert, who arrived on the Mauretania 
on Monday, has been putting in busy 
days and nights sightseeing. This 
is-his first visit to England in 
twenty-seven years, and: he has not 
been in London since, as a child, he 
lived with hits grandfather, Samuel 
Lover, at Sevenoaks. 

He is working just as hard at play 
as he ever did at composing, as one 
of his musical friends phrased it. A 
correspondent of Tum New YorK 
Timms found him in the smoking-room 
of the Hotel Metropole, where he is 
staying, the centre of an interested 
circle. He said he was greatly struck 
by the changes since he was here 
last, being especially impressed by the 
wonderful cleanliness of the streets. 
He drew a sharp comparison between 
the well-kept road-surfaces of London 
and the pockmarked asphalt of upper 
Broadway, and suggested that the 
rarity of auto-car accidents here was 
due largely to the good street sur- 
faces. The composer proclaimed him- 
self an ardent Home Ruler and keen- 
ly interested in the Ulster imbroglio. 
He playfully remarked: 

“TI would like to meet this man 
Carson. I am in the pink of condi- 
tion, and fit for a fight. If I do not 
get a commission to write a new 
opera while I am here I guess I will 
enlist, and not with the Ulster volun- 
teers either. yoF 

“TI have always been anxious to 
come over here, but I have been so 
busy in America that I could not find 
time before. I am going to Paris and 
Berlin—yes, partly on business. I ex- 
pect to meet several managers in 
London and Berlin who have asked 
me to see them. I shall probably give 
@ concert from my works in London. 
I have also been invited to conduct 
one of the leading orchestras in Paris. 

“The only fly in the foreign oint- 
ment is that I am afraid I shall not 
have time to visit Ireland. as the Old 
Country ought to be visited to satisfy 
my own sentiments and those of my 
countrymen.” 

One signal honor and courtesy which 
he has received since his arrival Mr. 
Herbert did not even mention. The 
information came out through friends. 
The gomposer was invited by Lieut. 
McKenzie Regan, the Bandmaster of 
the Coldstream Guards ‘band, to at- 
tend a rehearsal at the Duke. of 
York’s school in Chelsea, and had the 
agreeable surprise of hearing his own 
works played by the famous mil- 
itary. band. 

It is an interesting coincidence that 
Mr. Herbert, sixteen years ago, enter- 
tained Dan Godfrey, when the latter 
took the Coldstreams over for a tour 
in America, and Lieut. Regan, suc- 
cessor to the Coldstream baton, was 
quick to seize the chance to return 
the courtesy as soon as he heard that 
Mr. Herbert was in town, 

After the rehearsal Mr. Herbert was 
shown all through Buckingham Pal- 
ace by his host, who has the entrée 
there by reason of his official post. 


VON WEDEL MADE A PRINCE. 


To be Succeeded as Governor of 
Alsace-Lorraine by von Dalliwitz.

PARIS, April 18.—April ‘26 1s the 
date of the general election, when the 
Gpvernment which some call the most 
discredited since the Panama Canal 
scandai will. appeal to the people for 
a return to power. 

‘The platform of. the Government's 
supporters is a..patched-up structure 
of all the planks that are likely to win 
votes, including a graduated tax on in- 
comes, seoular education, which is a 
popular cry in France, and repeal of 


service law. 


Although Premier Doumergue ex- 
presses confidence in the outcome, the 
populace on the eve of the elections is 
singing songs of ironic enthusiasm: to 
the old tunes that have accompanied 
so¢ial convulsions th France or pre- 
ceded them, 

Songs are not usually the end but 
the beginning of events in this coun- 
try. Historians even consult the songs 
of a period to explain radical changes. 
There is a strong feeling that perhaps 
a new chapter in history is being in- 
troduced in the songs one hears in the 
music halls and cabarets of Mont- 
martre. All of them have originated 
since the Calmette affair, and they are 
becoming more virulent nightly.

try May Not Be Represented.

ROMBE, April 18.—The Immigration 
bill has come into prominence in 
America at an unfortunate moment 
and the Italian Gevernment has taken 
advantage of’ several pending ques- 
tions in which the United States is 
more interested than is Italy to press 
for the removal or modification: of 
some of the clauses. 

One of these questions concerns 
Italy’s participation in the Panama- 
Pacific Hxhibition. An appropriation 
has already been passed by the 
Italian Government, and the partic- 
ipation of Italy would have been 
without discussion if, in the mean- 
while, the Immigration bill had not 
come to the fore. 

The mission of Ira.Nelson Morris to 
this country is regarded as evidence 
of the eagerness of the United States 
to obtain Italy’s official representa- 
tion at the exhibition, after the re- 
fusal of Great Britain and Germany 
to take part, and the opportunity is 
seized to attempt to secure the sup- 
pression of the clause in the Im- 
migration bill admitting American 
doctors on emigrant vessels. 

And now. that. Secretary. Bryan 
wishes Italy to support his scheme 
for arbitration treaties the Italian 
Government is insf&ting on further 
changes in the Immigration bill be- 
fore giving adhesion to the scheme. 

Wth regard to the illiteracy test of 
immigrants, Italy is urging that the 
clause should not be applied immedi- 
ately so as to bar from the United 
States about two-thirds of Italians go- 
ing to America yearly. What is pro- 
posed is that the illiteracy test should 
not be applied for at least five years, 
thus giving time for those wishing to 
go to the United States to learn to 
read and write. 

The American proposal to exclude 
illiterates is likely to contribute to- 
ward the solution of the serious ques- 
tion of illiteracy in Italy, which all 
legislative measures so far adopted 
have not yet succeeded in stamping 
out entirely.

PARIS, April 18:—The life of Gas- 
ton Calmette, editor of the Figaro, 
who was shot by Mme. Caillaux,

An official copy of the autopty 
made by Dr. J. Socquet and Dr. 
Charlies Paul for Henri Boucard, the 
examining Magistrate in charge of 
the investigation into the tragedy,’ 
reads that five shots were fired from 
above ‘and in rear of M. Calmette’s 
left side. The first: bullet caused a 
slight flesh wound and scratched the 
left ribs; the second tore a portfolio 
in the left hand pocket of M. Cal- 
mette’s jacket; the third pierced the 
pocket: on the left side of. his trous- 
ers; the fourth lacerated the flesh 
around the upper part of the left leg, 
and the fifth penetrated his body 


above the left. buttock, It stop - 
without inj to the intestines, 
made a snip five by three millimeters 
in the middle portion of the exterior 
iljac artery. 

According to’the eminent authority 
mentioned it was this last wound 
which. proved fatal. It was left un- 
touched, and M. Calmette bied slowly 
to death.’

FIRES IN SCHOOLS. 

The saying that fire prevention 
should be taught 4in the schools, ‘“‘ but 
not to the scholars first,” might have 
bad more point had the Wellesley fire 
resulted in fatalities. ~ But -Safety 
Engineering remarks pertinently that 
had the burned college hall been in 
New York, and a clothing factory, “it 
“would have been a target ‘for the 
“Factory Investigating Commission 
“and the subject of a garment work- 
ers’ strike.” _The Wellesley fire was 
but one of sixty in schools and col- 
leges within ten weeks, of which 80 
per cent. were total losses. 

Outside this city the worst offenders 
are this State, Pennsylvania, Mas- 
sachusetts, Texas, and New Jersey. 
Apparently the warning of the Collin- 
wood fire in 1908, in which 170. chil- 
dren were burned to death, has not 
been heeded;save in the institution of 
fire drills. But fires are not always. 


.. discovered before the means of egress 


is cut.off, and fire drills are not a 
perfect insurance against panic. Fire 
Commissioner: ADAMSON is moving 
vigorously to prevent conditions in 
tenement houses such as those which 
occasioned the disastrous’ fire in 
Eighth Avenue on Friday: Adverse 
reports concerning several of the 
city’s school structures, of defects not 
yet remedied, require action quite as 
vigorous before a calamity occurs. 








GOV. GLYNN AND THE BILLS. 
The Governor is signing some good 
bills and vetoing many bad ones. 
The grasping and dangerous Maier- 
Foley bill, drawn in behalf of the 
private water companies of Queens 
and Kings, was justly vetoed as in- 
vasive of home rule. A group of 
highway bills has been disapproved 
that would. saddle millions of ex- 
penditure upon the State by estab- 
lighing superfluous routes by en- 
larging the opportunities for cities 
and villages to pave their streets at 
the State’s cost, by doubling the 
amounts which towns may spend for 
road machines without a.vote of the 
people, and by burdening the State 
with the chief expense of acquiring 
toll bridges.

GO-OPERATION FOR THE CITY.. 
In ‘addressing the Credit Men’s As- 
sociation, Mr. BrumRs, the City Cham-| 
berlain, paid a glowing tribute to the 
business men of the city who. have 
worked together with the officers of 
the Municipal Government to secure 
sound business conditions in the 
management of city affairs. It was 
well desérved. ‘The increased willing- 
ness of the active men of affairs to 
study. the problems of the city and 
to try to aid in their solution has 
been a marked feature in the deyelop- 
ment of the life of the city for the 
last ten years. Of course it has-ex- 
isted for much longer than that, but 
it has’ not until recently achieved 
such decided results, or been the oc- 
casion of so much efficient organiza- 
tion. e 

Mr. .BRuERE is quite justified in 
tracing the latest effects'of this spirit 
to the part played by the Municipal 
Government, and, especially, by the 
majority in-the Board of Estimate. It 
was to some extent an accident that in 
1909 there entered. the Board of Esti- 
mate a group of unusually able, in- 
dependent, and upright men, whose 
ideas of the needs of the city were 
harmonious and were singularly 
sound. And it was fortunate that in 
the Mayor’s office there was a man 
elected by Tammany, but not under 
Tammany control, who, if not in full 
agreement with the majority of the 
board, worked. gradually toward an 
attitude of sympathy with their chief 
aims. From this group a portion of 
the present board was selected,’ and 
the City Government is.now organized 
ina way to give them immense op- 
portunities. In their effort to make 
the most of these, they will have 
plenty of opposition, but ‘they will 
have also more organized and effect- 
ive support among the business men 
of the city than at any previous 
period. If this co-operation is used 
in the right spirit and with due de- 
liberation, much can be.done in the 
next four years, so much that itis 
reasonable to hope that the city will 
not again lapse into the wretched 
condition from which it has been 
rescued. 














THE CHANDOS SHAKESPEARE. 

In spite of all the hostile criticism 
to which it has been subjected the so- 
called Chandos portrait of WittuMm 
SHAKESPEARE, a remarkably fine copy 
of which, made by the rotogravure 
process, is given to every reader of 


.THE SunDAy T1iMEs this morning, may 


be the only really authentic portrait 
of the poet in existence. The evi- 
dence in its favor is substantial, while 
the frequently iterated assertion that 
it is spurious-is based chiefly on the 
popular idea that a poet 9f SHAKE- 
SPEARE’s idealism and universal sym- 
pathy could not have a countenance 
utterly indicative of neither. But his- 
tory scarcely bears out this hypothe- 
sis. That SHAKESPEARE’s contemporary 
and partner, RicHakD Bureage, painted 
this picture is a legend unsupported 
by satisfactory evidence. But BuRBAGE 
was @ clever painter, nevertheless, and 
one of his pictures is preserved in the 
Dulwich Gallery. That the Chandos 
portrait was’ once the property of Sir 
WILLIAM DavENANnT-is altogether. like- 
ly. Sir Swney Lee finds the evidence 
of his ownership convincing, and 
LEE does not jump at conclusions, 
But LEE does not believe that the por- 
trait was made in SHAKESPEABE’s life- 
time. His idea that it was made in 
later years by some artist who relied 
on fanciful descriptions:of the poet’s 
appearance is plausible, but it seems 
that the tendency of such an artist 
would have been to idealize his sub- 
ject.. The Chandos portrait depicts a 
man who might have been masterful 
in action, shrewd in worldly matters, 
and it seems also to be the Hkeness of 
a man of a Southern rather. than .a 
British type, The earrings, perhaps, 
more than the features, have led 
the detractors of: the portrait to de- 
Glare that the. original must have 
been a Spaniard. But there is plenty 
of evidence. that Englishmen’ fre- 
quently wore. rings in their: ears: in 
the Elizabethan™age. j

That Droeshout engraving represents

‘made by a very bad. counterfeiter. 


The Flemish engraver, MaRTINX Drors- 
HOUT, was only 15 years old when 
SHAKESPEARE died. He ‘might have 
seen the poet or he may have copied 
his portrait from an existing painting. 
The so-called original painting, discov- 
ered in the eighteenth century, how- 
ever, is more than likely a copy of the 
engraving, In considering the. extant 
likenesses of SHAKESPEARE, therefore, 
the’ Chandos portrait must be* consid- 
ered first. The copy of it\ placed “in 
the hands of readers of THE TIMES 
this morning does full’ justice to the 
original. It.is a remarkable example 
of ‘the modern art of printing, and 
compares favorably in tone and line 
with the best photogravure. 


A SENSITIVE MOTORMAN. 

The Massachusetts motorman who 
can enjoy a performance of “ Tristan 
und Isolde” is an exceptional person, 
as the number of bankers and men of 
science who can really derive pleasure 
from this music drama is comparative- 
ly ‘small. Appreciation of music, how- 
ever, largely depends on an inherent 
gift. The possession of a naturally 
musical ear does not necessarily imply 
a gift: for musical expression, or intel- 
lectual-qualities of an extraordinary 
kind, and the motorman may really 
like to hear Wagnerian music of the 
most formidable character. - His com- 
plaint that pia enjoyment was marred, 
what time he occupied a. good seat, 
obtained through a kind friend, be- 
cause he cannot afford to dress, on his 
wages, as the men around him were 
dressed is not reasonable. When a 
railroad company can afford to pay its 
employés high enough wages ‘to enable 
them to feel at home in high-priced 
seats at the opera, fares will have to 
be made so high that most of us must 
walk or go into bankruptcy.: There 
are seats in every opera house in 
which poor folks can hear the great- 
est works of the lyric stage without 
feeling out of place. We might be im- 
pelled to regard this incident as typical 
in a country in which the fermentation 
of democratic spirit causes perpetual 
unrest, but we happen to remember 
the. Paris drayman who left his horses 
and spent part of an afternoon kissing 
the fine-looking, well-dressed: women 
who were promenading the boulevard. 
His explanation to the Magistrate be- 
fore whom he was arraigned: for dis- 
orderly conduct was that the French 
workingman craved the right to kiss 
the same kind of women as the rich 
oppressors kiss. He was surely as 
nearly typical as the. Massachusetts 
motorman. 

That unreasonable person would 
have been even more uncomfortable If, 
after the opera, he had gone: in his 
working clothes to a Back Bay restau- 
rant for a bird and a pint of cham- 
pagne. His plea is so preposterous 
that the sincerity of his testimony is 
questionable. -WaGNER’s music and the 
best poetry the dramatic stage of the 
iour affords are within his reach, he 
has free access to noble collections of 
works of art, free schools offer his 
children educational advantages of the 
best. This is not arguing that he is 
sufficiently paid for his labor, but the 
man, unless he has purposely misrep- 
resented himself ,at the instance of 
some leader of discontent, is a hope- 
less being; for whom contentment in 
any walk of life would be impossible.

The price of apples in this State has 
been ‘stabilized from’ month fo month 
throughout the year, as.shown by com-.

SAFE COUNTRY HOMES. 


Law Should Compel Architects to 
Use Fireproof Construction. 


To the Edttor of The New York Times: 

At. the time of the Vanderbilt fire 
at Jericho I wrote the National Board 
of Fire. Underwriters to ask whether 
it, was, not possible, with our. ad- 
vanced knowledge of fire preventive 
construction, to. compel owners. andj 
architects to take advantage of this 
knowledge and thus avoid the un- 
necessary loss of expensive ‘“cot- 
tages” and the priceless works..of art 
which these wealthy owners usually 
possess. Their chief engineer re- 
plied that ‘their only remedy was to 
, inerease the premiums on _ .these 
c _Tisks,.”” He suggested, however, that 
laws be enacted that would hold the 
architect criminally liable: for such 
negligence. 

Some owners take the responsibil- 
ity. of insisting on houses of a cer-: 
tain design and limiting the. archi- 
tect in-the cost, so that he is com- 
pelled to specify. flimsy construction 
and overlook the simplest precautions 
now provided in the Building Code 
for city construetion. If,, however, an 
architect had the law back of him: 
it would help his courage of convic- 
tion to tell the owner of the fire- 
proof structural materials now in the 
market, and compel their use. 

Boiler rooms can be made fireproof 
to-day at very little extraost, thus 
preventing fires from overheated fur- 
naces. Electric wiring can be done 
without defective insulation if proper 
work is specified and properly su- 
pervised. Deféctive flues are a very 
poor. excuse, with flue lining in the 
market. Even individual rooms can 
be made fireproof by having tile par- 
titions, concrete or tile: flooring sys- 
tems. With such materialg as con- 
crete, tile, fireproof blocks, ‘ and even 
fireproof wood. in the. market (and 
every architect worthy of the title 
Knows of these materials) ‘there is 
absolutely no. excuse for such fires. 

Timber construction. is.. growing 
more expensive daily on account of 
the increased cost of material; fire 
preventive .‘comstruction. costs. very 
little more than fire-trap construc- 
tion,;'.so it seems to’ me that our law- 
makers ought to be roused to action 
without waiting for loss of life. to 
spur. them on.

Mexico in Lincoln’s Day. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The following paragraphs were not 
written in 1914, but in 1864, fifty years 
ago. They form the opening para- 
graphs of the annual message of Presi- 
dent Lincoln to Congress in that year: 


The condition of our foreign affairs is 
reasonably satisfactory.. Mexico continues 
to be a theatre of civil war. While our 
political relations with that country have 
undergone no change, we have, at the 
same time, strictly maintained neutrality 
between the belligerents. 

At the request of the States of Costa 
Rica and Nicaragua a compétent engineer 
has been authorized to make a survey of 
the River San Juan and the port of San 
Juan. It ds a source of much satisfaction 
that the difficulties which for a moment 
excited some political apprehensions and 
caused a closing of the interoceanic transit 
route have been amicably adjusted, and 
that there is a good prospect that the route 
. WHl soon be reopened with an increase’ of 
cabacity and adaptation. We could «not 
exaggerate either the commercial or the 
political importance of that great im- 
provement. j 

It would be doing injustice to an im- 
portant South ‘American State not to ac- 
knowledge the directness, frankness, and 
cordiality with which the United States of 
Colombia ‘have entered into intimate rela- 
lations with this eer:

near-side stops, too, (at fire streets, 
school streets, intersecting car tracks, 
&c.,) that we have both the near-side 
and far-side stop at a large percentage 
of the crossings. 

The testimony of the authorities in 
other cities throughout, the country is 
heavily in favor of the near-side stop. 
The main point made by the Police 
Commissioners of other cities who have 
communicated with the Commission is 
that the near-side stop promotes safety; 
they say also that it conduces. to a 
smooth and rapid flow of traffic. The 
types of street cars are so varied now, 
with entrances and exits at the front, 
at the side, and at the rear, that from 
the standpoint of convenience to pas- 
sengers there is nothing to be lost by 
the establishment of the near-side stop. 

It would be. possible, as the experi- 
ence of other cities proves, to make the 
near-side stop the general rule, and 
yet permit cars operating on unpaved 
streets, in outlying sections, to stop on 
the far side with the platform opposite 
the crossing. 

If we are to get the most benefit out 
of our street plant, it is essential that 
we do everything possible to promote 
safety and relieve it from congestion. 
It is a thing that everybody who is in- 
terested in the welfare of our city will 
do well to think about.

International contests in track 
and field athletics have been estab- 
lished, and are doing much to improve 
the: moral as well.as the physical wel- 
fare of the men. The United States has 
had two battalions of the Fifteenth In- 
fantry stationed at Tientsin since Jan-- 
wary, 1912. These troops are part of the 
international force safeguarding the ap- 
proaches to -Peking. 

Besides the Americans, there are Rus- 
sians, Japanese, French, Germans, Aus- 
trians and. Italians. When off duty 
these troops fraternize and the greatest 
good will: and“harmony pfevail. On na- 
tional féte’ days all the nations repre- 
sented join in the festivities. The Eng- 
lish. celebrate. the King’s birthday in 


;}dune,.the Germans observe. the Kais- 


ers. in January, “and “the Japanese the 
Mikado's during December. The Rus- 
sians hold the féte in honor of the new 
year about Jan, 15, the French on 
July 15 in honor of the falloff the Bas- 
tile, and the Americans July 4. 


None of the gathérings is of great- 
er interést than the various athletic 
field days.

HIS is Shakespeare week. The 

- 350th anniversary of his birth- 

day will be celebrated Thurs- 

day, and throughout the world 

his memory will be honored. In the 

City’ of New York there is to be an 

official celebration, as there was at 

the-300th anniversary-in 1864, and a 

committee “appointed by the Mayor 
has charge of it. 

The Board of Education has lent its 
assistance in the direction of exciting 
the Interest of school children in 
Shakespeare, and in educational insti- 
tutions all over the city there are to 
be. exercises in his honor this week.

The oldest and best authenticated

“It is on 
eee inside wall, north side of the 
_@hancel of Holy . Trinity Church, 
Stratford-on-Avon, about five feet

~~ Shakespeare and his family. The bust 


‘was sculptured by Gerard Johnson, 
or one of his sons. 

Johnson was a native of Amaster- 
dam. and in the business: of sculpture 
anda tomb making in London. In 1616 
he Had» been in London forty-nine 
years; therefore, it is probable that 
he did mot personally do the -work. 
The bust was probably erected short-

The Droeshout original portrait was 
added to the collection of the Me- 
morial Picture Gallery in 1892:0n loan 
from the late H. C. Clements of Sy» 
denham, It had been exhibited at 
the Alexandra Palace, but owing. to 
its dingy appearance it excited little 
attention. It .ig-stated to have be- 
longed to.a member of the Shakes- 
peare family, and.on the back Mr. 
Clements; had affixed. an. inscription 
to the effect that it was the original 
of the famous Droeshout print, and 
that it had: been publicly-exhibited in 
Londor-in the latter-part of the eight- 
eenth century. » It -was. finally »pre- 
sented to >the: gallery’ by a Mrs. 
Flower, ..who - bought it from *‘the 
Clements family. ee 

It is painted in oil colors, upon-an 
elm panel, formed of two ‘boards 
Joined horizontally and seamed across 
the back by a strip. of wood. The hair 
is a rich dark’ brown; the mustache 
of a lighter shade; the.eyes neither 
hazel -nor blue; but a hue! between 
these colors.

It is a well-drawn. an well-cqored 
picture and resembles-the Droeshout 
engraving more than any other -por- 
trait except the:so-called original. 


The Ely Palace portrait: is. 1! foot 


8:inches by 1 foot 3% inches. On the 
left-hand corner is the date and age 
(1603, aet. 39.) Since the Tercen- 
tenary Anniversary itn 1864 it has 
been in the house where Shakespeare 
was born; The hair is auburn, the 
eyes brownish gray, and the doublet 
greenish brown. The color of the 
eyes is the main discrepancy. 

The name of the artist is not-known, 
and -it gets its name from the Rev.

She believes, not in sex antagonism, 
as‘do so many of. the feminist lead- 
ers, but in sex co-operation: not in 
the respect of wife for husband which 
is founded on authority or doctrinal 
command, but in the. self-respect, and 
thus the mutual respect, which is the 
fruit. of true union. She conceives 
thé social relation. to be -ideal- when 
the status of the woman in the case 
is not that of wife-chattel, © wife- 
Vassal, wife-drudge or, perhaps least 
of all, wife-dictator, but that of wife- 
friend. 

Complete camaraderie is the great 
@sset of successful marriage, in her 
opinion.

down generalities on such a matter. 
"The circumstances of each particu- 
lar case must. be taken into consider- 
ation. - Suppose, for instance, a 
‘woman is married out of convenience 
or indifference, or on a girlish im- 
pulse, to a good, kind man who real- 
Ig. loves her and shows her deep con-. 
sideration and to whom she bears af- 
fection. Then comes a real love into 
her life...What shall she do?. If she 
4s a selfish or a sensual woman-she 
will merely follow her own. desire, 
but if she is.a woman of character 
ghe-will not forget.what her husband 
has been«to her, She will tear. the 
new love out of her heart. It is not 
exactly gratitude that prompts her 
to do this, no. matter at what cost 
to herself; it is rather justice, fair 
play. On the other hand, if the man 
is selfish or ill treats her or is. not 
worthy. of her respect and affection 
‘phe will do right to follow her heart.

There is no doubt that Mayo would 
have landed Ameritan marines and 
biuejackets in Tampico that Friday 
afternoon to enforce his demand had 
not the Administration cabled him to 
give Huerta more: time. The Adriiin- 
istration allowed the demand for the 
salute to remain effective, but the 6 
P. M. Umit set by Mayo was set aside 
and the time for the compliance made 
indefinite. 

This in brief is the story of the de- 
velopment. that followed the effort of 
Paymaster Copp to buy a supply of 
gasoline in Tampico. Now something 
about the positive: speaking, positive 
acting, positive appearing Admiral 
who became famous as a result of the 
attempt of Copp to lay in a supply of 
gasoline. 

Admiral Mayo, the man who thus 
put Tampico on the map and_inci- 
dentally upheld the honor and dignity 
of the American flag and uniform in 
a way to give him world-wide fame, is 
just a plain, ordinary, unassuming, 
two-fisted sailorman who has been 
tending strictly to business for the 
period of more than forty years that 
he has been in Uncle Sam’s naval 


Admiral Mayo is.57 years old. -He 
will celebrate his fifty-eighth birthday 
on Dec. 8 next. He was born in Ver- 
mont and has inherited the sterling. 
practical qualities that are supposed 
to be inherent in the people of the 
Green Mountains. 

He was a bright boy who applied 


himself diligently to his studies, with 


the result that when in 1872 he ap- 
peared as‘e candidate for an .appoint- 
ment to Annapolis he had no trouble 
in passing the examination with fly- 
ing colors. The man who appointed 
him to the Naval Academy, Worthing- 
ton Curtis Smith, a Representative in 
Congress, had had the experience 
which enabled him to see in young 
Mayo the qualities that meant success 
in his chosen profession. ~

And so it was that in June of that 
year he became a member of the 
Annapolis Brigade of Midshipmen. 
Badger, now the Commander in Chief 
of the Atlantic Fleet, and Rear Ad- 
miral Fletcher, the famous ~ com- 
mander of the First Division of that 
fleet; were in the academy when the 
youth -from ‘Vermont registered. in 
June, 1872. - Clifford J. Boush, who 
commands the Second Division of the

In 1905 Mayo, who had attained the 
rank of Commander shortly. previous 
thereto, was assigned to duty as light- 
house inspector. His first command 
of a warship came in October, 1908, 
when he was sent to the cruiser Al- 
bany, a vessel purchased from Brazil 
just before the outbreak of the Span- 
ish ‘war, and he saw service in her on 
the Asiatic station. Dtity with the 
Lighthouse Board of less than a year 
was followed by his assignment to the 
command of the armored cruiser Cali- 
fornia on the Pacific Coast. 


Admiral Mayo was commandant of 
the Mare Island: Navy Yard, near San 
Francisco, in the latter part of last 
year, when he. was sent for by Secre- 
tary Daniels to discuss with him the 
proposition to reduce that yard from 
the status of a first to a second class 
establishment, . Mayo came on from 
the coast, and. when he met Secretary 
Daniels the impression he created was 
so favorable thatthe Secretary had 
him relieved as commandant at Mare 
Island and assigned him to duty in the 
Navy Department at Washington. 

Secretary Daniels needed an Aid for 
Personnel, There are, four alds, as 
they are called, to the Secretary. of 
the Navy, and they occupy very im- 
portant, responsible, and influential 
positions. .They are the Secretary of 
the Navy’s cabinet and were instituted 
under the reorganization effected by 
George von L.. Meyer when he held 
the naval portfolio, mainly for the 
purpose of -overcoming. the power of 
the chiefs of naval bureaus who held 
thelr offices by statutory authority. 
Mr. Daniels was so impressed with 
the high qualifications of Capt. Mayo 
that he appointed him to take charge

his fellow Vermonter, he acted on his 
own initiative when an emergency 
presented itself, that, in his opinion, 
required immediate treatment. 
Dewey, after the battle of Manila 
Bay, cut the telegraphic cables con- 
necting Manila with the outside world 
and while the reason given for this 
action was his desire to prevent the 


_ Spaniards in the Philippines from 


communicating with their Govern- 
ment at Madrid the chuckling com- 
ment in the naval service was that 
Dewey took this course to prevent 
the transmission of orders to him 
from Washington where the situation 
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at Manila was not as well wnderatood 
as he understood it. . 

Admiral Mayo did. not cut the tele- 
graphic cable, but he did something 
that réquired equal forceful decision. 
When’ he learned that an officer and 
some enlisted mien from one of his 
ships had suffered an indignity at the 
hands of Mexican soldiers dshore at 
Tampico he did not communicate with , 
any superior officer or with Washing- 
ton before taking the action that he 
déemed necessary. . He acted first 
and communicated afterward. 

People who know Admiral Mayo say 
that while he is a strict disciplinarian 
on shipboard he has genial personal 
qualities which make him popular. He 
is quiet and unassuming and very 
modest, but;, withal, he is a very, 
forceful person, and his bravery, is 
unquestioned. 


How Mayo Looks. 


Admiral Mayo is neither big nor lita 
tle physically. He-is a happy medium 
so far as size is concerned. His sandy, 


. hair 4s accompanied, as is generally 


the case, by eyes of deep blue, and his 
_mouth is firm, the jew firm set and 
determined; the nose prominent, and 
his mariner of speaking always delib- 
erate and positive to a degree that 
sometimes creates on strangers the 
impression that he.is more or less 
puritanical and flint hearted. But as 
a matter of fact the Admiral is one of 
the biggest-hearted men in the navy, 
and among its officers one of the most 
popular; 

“ Admiral Mayo,” said Teut. Com- 
mander Howe of the Louisiana a few 
days ago, “im you the mo- 
mént he speaks to you as a man of 
business and action. Thefe.is none of 
the gingerbread type in him, He does’ 
what he thinks is right, and as a rule 
he does not lose a lot of time doing it,

Mayo is a man who dislikes publicity, 
and he doesnot go in for long sketches

First—Weihave found that. there 
are many varieties of cancer. 

Second—That among these varieties 
are not only tumors which are al- 
Ways and rapidly fatal, but also can- 
cers of slow growth—so slow as to be 
almost harmless. 
~ Third—That .the nature.of tumors 
can only be positively determined by 
the microscope. 

Fourth—That even this useful- in- 
strument does not always enable us to 
say just how bad a tumor may turn 
out to be. 

,Fifth—That one kind of cancer goes 
throughout the body in the blood ves- 
sels, and another kind spreads through 
the tissues in smal] channels known as 
lymph vessels; 
made after death we have learned just 
where the cancer ‘is likely to go. 

Lastly—We have found thatthe 
only way to cure one of the bad vari- 
eties of cancer is to cut it out at the 
earliest possible momert. We have 
learned nothing, therefore, about the 
real cause Ne cancer or its actual nat- 
ure: 


We Are Where Greeks Were. 


The.Greeks had no microscopes and 
did not believe in dissecting dead bod- 
les; but they knéw as much as we do 
pl the--cause ‘and real-fiattire of ‘can-= 


“We have indeed found ‘in. recent . 


Seaie’ by careful study of patients 
that the growth of a.cancer often fol- 
lows ulcers in the stomach or on the 
e@kin following burns-—due éither to 
heat’‘or X rays; but this does not 
mean that every such burn is followed 
: by a cancer; and we find that the can- 
cers do not grow until the patient has 
reached a certain age, no mattér how 
much we burn or destroy the skin or 
how severely internal organs may "be 
damaged. 

The majority of tumors have no tise 
tory of previous injury to the tissues; 
but even the injury. does not explain 
why a cancer arises; they only show 
us ‘that there’ is some connection be- 
tween the two—but. of the nature of 
this connection we are still utterly in 
the dark. y 
. Byen, the question. whether cancer is 
hereditary or not is still unsettled, Mr. 
Hoffman will tell you that cancer is 
enormously on the increase. Physi- 


clans point out the. frequent occur- . 


' Yence of cancer {h certain families; 
» and yet Dr. Blashford and the English 
‘health officers; such as Newsholme 
and. King; say that the English statis- 
tics; which are mich better than our 
own, show no increase in cancer, ex- 
cept that which would result naturally 
from the improvement in the past 
twenty or thirty years in.the diagno-:

This, an- 
Swers- at once the question whether 
cancer 1s hereditary. It is, if the can- 
eerous ancestry is sufficiently concen- 
trated. On the other hand, certain 
strains of mice do not show :this lia- 
bility to cancer. 

If.the same rules are applied to hu- 
man beings, it would take some 300 
years to get a race with the. same 
numbers of cancerous. mothers and 
fathers as can be ‘obtained in four or 
five years with mice. Every mother 
among these ten generations will have 
to be cancerous, and. the fathers come . 
from cancerous ‘stock. It is evitiently 
impossible. under ordinary conditions 
of human life, and therefore Wwe may 
safely assume that heredity plays a 
very small part, if any at all, in the 
production of cancer. 

The average person is apt to assume 
that the occurrence of three or four 
cases of cancer in a family is a dis- 
tinct evidence of hereditary influence, 
forgetting that the laws of probability 
apply to man as well as to games of 
chance, and that if 72: people per 100,- 
000 ‘of the. population of the United 
States develop cancer, mathematical 
computation will show that a certain 
number :of families would be likely to 
have three or four cases, whereas 
many others would be entirely free.

Another important thing. which we 
have learned from animals.is that it is 
impossible “to transfer tumors frdm 
one species. of animals to another. 
This nullifies all published reports of 
transplantation of tumors from ani- 
mals to human beings, disposes of the 
question of the contagiousness ef ani- 
mal tumors ‘among animals of differ- 
ent species or to human beings, and 
shows the untruth of the fantastic 
statements published in the daily 
press that cancer in plants may give 
rise to cancer in man. 


Still, Another Argument. 


Again, if an animal develops its own 
tumor, and that.tumor is cut out and 
inoculated in a large number of other 
animals, we get only a very small per- 
centage (not over 3 or 4) of “takes” 
in this new series of animals. This is 
an additional reason for appreciating 
how impossible it is for cancer to be 
contagious, because the inoculations 
are made with the most careful meth- 
ods, and if only a few per cent. are 
successful, how much more difficult, 
would it be for one human being to 
get the cancer of another person by 
the mere contact, or from the dressing 
of a wound, or discharge from an ul- 
cerating cancer. 


Our: animal experiments fiave also’ 


shown us that, while it is possible to 
prevent a tumor taking In an animal, 
it is impossible by any means now 
known to prevent the tumor growing 
after it once takes hold. A-cancer is 
not the malignant. creature that it is 
usually supposed to be, but rather a 
guest who comes to the table as a 
member of the family and consumes 


all: the food. If its unpleasant na- 
ture was .suspected, the tissues of 


the animal would sound the alarm and 
call out the phagocytes and other de- 
fensive agencies and destroy the 
eancer cells. This is what happens 
when such cancer cells have been in- 
jected into an animal immunized 
-against cancer, or into an animal’ of 
another species. The cells are im- 
mediately destroyed and never prox 
duce any tumor. 

The trouble with cancer is that it. 
starts fromthe cells of our own 
bodies, and’ grows so. quietly that no 
information is given to the defensive 
agencies until it is too late. This in- 
terference with the nourishment. of 
the body, coupled with the disturb- 
ances of digestion, which many 
cancers, especially. of the stomach, 
cause, is’ the reasom for what,js 

. known as cachexis of cancer, which

has contributed to the great improve- ~ 
ment in the results of operations on 
cancer. Certain forms of cancer of 
which years ago only 10 per cerit. were 
permanently cured, are now showing - 
50 per cent. of cures; some in which 
50 per cent. ‘weré possible are now 
showing 90 per cent. But still there 
are cases in which a satisfactory op- 
eration cannot be done. What can 
we.do for these people? Here X rays 
and radium are of great importance; 
they may even render such cases fit 
for operation; bute we must remember 
that the man who has done the most 
in studying the effects of radium on 
cancer has written that: every caricer 
which can be operated upon must be. 
so treated; and that no operable can- 
cer should be treated by radium’ ~ * 


What Does Future Promise?

\HE round of rejoicings by which 
Germany has heen celebrating 
the one-hundredth anniversary 
of her war of independence 

against Napoleon in 1813-14 reminded 
Herr Gustav Krimer of Cologne that 
his grandfather, Wenzel Krimer, had 
fought in that war. as a member of the 
fenowned “Liitzow Juiger” corps, 
those Death’s Head Hussars whose ex- 
pléits every German schoolboy will 
glibly recount, and that hé-had left 
behind: him his memoirs. of the excit- 
ings days when Germany armed to 
oust the French Emperor. These me- 
moirs, written in 1883 by the veteran 
“Liitzower,” -had been handed down 
‘from father ‘to son in the Krimer fam- 
ily ‘until they’ had come into ‘the pos- 
session of Herr Gustav. 

Picking them from the. bottom of 
g0me trunk, yellowed with age, he 
‘handed them over to Dr. Adolf Saager 
of Munich, who. enthusiastically. pro- 
claimed them worthy of rank with the 

tbest memoirs ever produced, and at 
“ @nce proceeded to decipher the faded 
“handwriting of eighty years ago and 
get it°turned.into print. And. now 
_Krimer’s memoirs have made their ap 
“pearance in book form, crammed from 
‘start to finish ‘with life and thrill, with 
hair-raising exploits, laughable misad- 
ventures and furious battling, for the 
Gélectation of patriotic Germans and 
ail others interested in rattling good 
soldier yarns. 

Wenzel Krimer wrote directly, in- 
genuously, and well: He knew how to 
‘give salient, detail, how to javoid the 
> Sground covered by the major historian 
vand emphasize the little things that 
make history alive. 

And what scenes he witnesséd! Be- 
@ides months of daredevil guerrilla 
warfare as a Liitzower, during which 
thé mixed spying éxcursions into the 
@nemy’s territory disguised as a wo- 
man with lightning attacks on ammu- 
nition trains and isolated regiments, 
he fought at Dresden, at Leipsic—the 
battle of the nations—at Waterloo, 
Culm; Ltitzen, Bautzen, and countless 
‘Sésser engagements, and recelved no 
less than thirteen wounds.

ATIONAL prohibition of the 
pale of liquor is-the slogan— 
or, if not yet quite the slogan, 
‘certainly the ambition—of the 

Anti-Saloon League. 

The drinking New: Yorker, smug ‘in 
his conceit: of living in the metropolis, 
where administrations have fallen into 
failure because they even put in force 
the Sunday: closing law, has: slight 
conception of the true strength of the 
anti-liquor movement. which has been 

‘ sweeping through the nation of laje 

. years, and ha®& no knowledge of the 
amazing strength of this extraordin- 
ary organization, which has become 
one of: the great forces in American 
life, 

Until this year it scarcely has ap- 
peared upon the horizon of New York 
State. “Last Winter something was 
heard of it at Albany, and William 
Barnes, Jr., leader of the. Republican 


forces, brought suit against its State” 


Manager, William H. Anderson, for 
libel, because of the wording ofan ad- 
dress on a letter. 

The League has worked white magic 
elsewhere. “It is the nation’s temper- 
ance sentiment crystallized into a non- 
sentimental,. practical, definitely busi- 
nesslike, highly intelligent, wonder- 
fully efficient working machine. And 
note the figures of what ha& already 
been accdémplished: 

_ Area of the United States, 2,973,890 
square miles. 

« Area already: under no-license laws, 
2,182,746 square miles. sy 

These figures will be truly startling 
to the person who has thought of 
temperance folk as ineffective cranks 
and of the temperance movément as 
the futile, unimportant expression of 
their crankiness. 

It will be noted that the difference 
between these two named areas is 
841,144 square miles. Very much less 

‘than one-third of this nation’s area, 
therefore, now legalizes the sale of 
liquor by its laws. . 

.Population figures are less striking, 
because few or none of the great 
cities are within “dry” territory, but 
they remain astonishing to the aver- 
age citizen. They are:

“The league,” said. Mr. Anderson, 
when we had a talk about the general 
situation, ‘‘ was twenty years old last 
September, having been founded by 
Howard H. Russell, at Oberlin, Ohio. 

“In 1905 the National League was 
organized, and it is represented now 
by active bodies in. every’ State. in 
In several. States it has 
more than one equipped office, as, 
for example, in New York State six, 
and, throughout the country, two 
hirdred. 

“Its funds are. principally furnished 
by: subscription of persons interested 
and through contributions: taken: at 
church services.. There. has. been no 
lack of money. Whenever it has been 
neeessary to throw force into a State 
fight we have been able to do so, and 


.all_ over the country. contributions 


are increasing rather -than-diminish- 
ing—probably because the league is 
showing tangible results for its ex- 
penditurés. 

“New York is one of-the backward 
States. It is curiously insular. —It 
seéms to have. no conception of what 
is going-on in the Middle West and 
what is sure to happen here. I won- 
der if. New Yorkers would resent the 
statement that in some things their 
ignorance is great enough to be ap- 
palling. . New York will. presently 
wake up. 

“ The Spread of woman's suffrage is 
helping “aus ‘materially. . In Illinois wo- 
men have been given the franchise as 
freely as is.possible without*a con- 
stitutional amendment: In a. few 
places where they voted last year they 
made tif. liquor. interests’ gasp. In 
the town of Virgihia, for example, 
395 women: voted ‘dry”* out of 395 
Women’ votihg.

“The liquor men are literally in a 
panic,” Mr. Anderson continued, and, 
although I aim to take no sides in 
this plain statement ‘of his facts, I 
ean confirm this statement. out of the 
disturbed mouth of: that attorney. for 
the National Liquor Dealers’: Associa- 
tion. He said precisely that to me as 
he’ labored on’ his ‘Statement at the 
Waldorf. — : 


Two Ways of Looking at It. 


“There are two’ opinions among 
them,” Mr. Anderson continued. ‘‘ One 
side has practically given up the 
fight, and won’t contribute, arguing 
that there is no wisdom in’ sending 
good money after bad; the other is 
contributing with desperate ~ gen- 
erosity. They are. not pleasantly dis- 
posed toward one another. 

“Signs exist of another ‘line of 
cleavage. Indications are not lack- 
ing that>the brewers are considering 
the plan”of throwing over the dis- 
tillers and fighting only for their own 
‘light beverages.’ 

“The influence of this idea is indi- 
cated by the editorial.policy of a large 
group of newspapers. which is répre- 
sented in New~ York. It condemns 
whisky utterly, but ‘proclaims beer . 
to. be a ‘temperance drink.’ The 
leading. editorial. of The National 
Liquor: Dealers’ Journal, of the issue 
of: Sept. 10, last year, said:

They 
could scarcely have done a thing. more 
stupid; but the liquor interests are al- 
ways stupid. Always {n-our dealings 
with them we count on what the base- 
ball fans describe as * bonehead 
plays.’. They never fail to make,them, 
soon or late. 

“Their fear of national prohibition 
is well founded: ‘This phase of the 
battle dates from the passage by.

“There is grave probability that the 
league will send such an amendment 
first to Congress and then to the 
States.-within a year, or, possibly, 
even sooner. 

“Once sent to the States no power 
on earth can prevent its eventual rat- 
ification. While an individual State 
might reject the amendment twenty 
times, once submitted.to the country 
it will never be withdrawn, and its

*league could take its time and take 


advantage of conditions, here and 
there, until it eventually secured rat- 
ification by the requisite number of 
States. Once this matter goes to the

to. vote upon the liquor question, while 


‘ residents outside of cities can. While 
voting pro and con on liquor is pos-’ 


sible, the situation is bad even in the 
towns, covering the entire rural seéc- 
tion and including villages. 

““Four license propositions are of- 
fered in a plan designed as one by 
which some sort of a liquor proposi- 
tion may be slipped through, some- 
how, almost everywhere, The town 
may vote for open saloons, or, if it 


votes to close saloons, may vote for a .

The 
Hotel Men’s Association is already be- 
ginning a campaign for the next Leg- 
islature which will reduce this re- 
quired proportion from 55_per cent. to 
51 per cent. 

“The situation in New York State, 
therefore; is not hopeful, and as-for 
New York City—it will .be the final 
dumping. ground of the liquor traffic 
in this nation, beyond a shadow of a 


doubt. It is the one community. in. 


America which probably. never will 
‘respond. to the moral sentiment which 
sweeps the balance of the nation, 


“New. York’s one ‘ambition is a, . 
cheap one—to give a sensational slow, - 


thereby attracting and annexing the 
money of outsiders. It will be the 


same outsiders who now contribute . 


the money which a certain undesira- 
ble element in New York spends so 
freely who eventually will take New 
York by the neck and shake it into 
prohibition of the liquor traffic and so- 
briety. This will help New. York. 
After the first anguished howls have 
subsided, the business and hotel in- 
terests which now fight us will wake 
up to the value of clean money and 
get plenty of it.

Dr. Siren’s Lectares. 

The recent lectures by Dr. Siren 
on Leonardo da Vinci have given his 
public a remarkably. vivid impression 
of the Tuscan master whose work 
deeply touches the modern imagina- 
tion. It is not at all the picture one 
gets from popularized accounts of his 
lifé, and work by writers who have 
not mined effectively the history of 
the times as well as of the individual. 
This in fact constitutes the high 
merit of Dr. Siren’s writing. No figure 
that he presents stands baldly out 
from a blank wall, projecting itself 
like a missile into the: consciousness. 
Hach figure has its relations to its 
environment ..and moves in atmos- 
phere. : 

Thus we see Leonardo sharing with 
other Florentines sharpness of defini- 
tion and energy of movement, him- 
self ‘a true Florentine even in his 
earliest works, “though alerter, sup- 
pler, and more intelligent than any 
of his predecessors.” But we aiso sea 
that in developing “ from sharply de- 
fined details and contours, toward 
inclusiveness and hicidity, toward 
melting chiaroscuro and picturesque 
sfunato” his work reflects the gen- 
eral tenor of Renaissance art, and 
blends tendencies and features of 
style which except in his casa have 
appeared at different periéds and in 
different individuals. 

Tracing the direct’ influence upon 
Leonardo’s art of his immediate pre- 
decessors and teachers, Dr. Siren indi- 
cates in a few sentences the funda- 
ménta] quality of Pollajuola and Ver- 
rocchia, their Scientific interest.in the 
truth of nature,.thelr anatomigal re- 
search ahd their éscape from the 
danger: of theoretical and experimen-. 
tal science by way of their passionate 
interest in movement and their un- 
ceasing endeavor to dissolve the 
energy and functional values of -the 
play of the. muscles. into stirring 
action, and to produce figures of 
breathing reality. From this téechni- 
cal passion for tense forms and elastic 
muscles, Leonardo receivés. his ims 
pulse toward vital expressiveness, but 
with him we see’ it turn to means to- 
ward psychological. ends. . Intensity 
of movement with him is dictated by 
intensity of emotion. . With this im- 
pression of him in: our minds it is 
easy to accept ‘the statement that 
““he is moré summary even than 
Rembrandt in ‘hastily ‘indicating an 
idea that flashes across his mind,” 
that his line “often contains richer 
values of expression, his contours ex- 
hibit greater rapidity of movement 
than those of the great Dutchman.” 
We are prepared for appreciation of 


the sketches made as studies for the 


picture 6f the Adoration of the Magi, 
in which are fixed in @ flash the 
movement and dramatic expression 
of’ the figures and for the other 
sketches of men in emotional states 
which prepared the way for the com- 
Position of the “Last Supper” in 
which the temperament and éhar- 
acter of the different persons are ex- 


pressed in.the most intense and eager 
gestures. 


We are prepared also by this reali- 


zation of Leonardo as chiefly con- 
cerned with movement dictated by 
emotion for the profound research of 
his portraiture. It is in the lecture 
devoted to this side of ‘his activity 
that the public of to-day ‘will find 
their account. In the present age of 
powerful personalities a portrait 
painter has an opportunity nearly as 
great as that which produced the 
mighty portraits of the Renaissance, 
and Dr. Siren has woven the various 
influences that played’on Leonardo’s 
temperament into a brilliant fabric. 
He traces the type of the famous 
Mona Lisa from the portraits painted 
by Piero di Cosimo, 
busts of Desiderio and Mino da FPie- 
sole, to those works executed by Ver- 
rocchio, while Leonardo was. still in 
his studio, and shows us that here as 
elsewhere. Leonardo’s work was con- 
nected with its period and marked 
“the ideal enhancement, the consum- 
mation of the stylistic and composi- 
tional endeavors which had begun to 
work their way to thé fore in later 
quattrocento art.’ The description of 
the portrait -itself; especially of the. 
sensitiye modeling under the outdoor 
light, is moré suggestive of the orlgs 
inal than any of the myriad descrip- 
tione brought forth by the recent 
sensational history’ of the picture. 
Reference is made to the theory: ad- 
vanced by Oscar MiinsterBerg that 
the landscape back; is: derived 
from study of the fh ‘Paintings 
of the Sang ‘Dynasty, Thi 
teresting passage in thé 3 
the Mona’ Lisa, howevé#, is that which 
offers. a quite new and highly plaus- 
ible interpretation of the much-de- 
bated smile.

Siren has lectured at Yale, Harvard, 
Princeton, Wellesley, and at. the Met- 
ropolitan Museum and thé. Boston 


Museum. On April.21 and 23 he will © 


lecture ‘at. Columbia University. at 
42. M. Later in the season his lec- 
turé on Donatello. will be given be- 
fore the Chicago Art Institute, and 
ore on Leonardo will be given’ at the 
University of Minnesota.

That Seem to Fulfill Walt Whit- 


man’s Prophecy.

HIS, to paraphrase Mr. H. G. Wells's title, 
is what has’ happened to poetry—it. has 
been set free. Free from its self-imposed 

and self-destroying traditions; free front its over- 
decorated backgrounds, its scholarly training; 
free, in a great measure, from itself. Poetry 
has stopped using the speech of the aesthete or 
the pedant; it is again expressing itself in the 
oldest language—the language of the people, This 
was foreseen and foretold by Whitman and Synge, 
toth pioneers in the revolt against a distorted 
and bighly intellectualized speech that was re- 
latedly only remotely to life. ‘“‘ The Americans,” 
prophesied Whitman, “are going to be the most 
fluent and melodious voiced people in the world— 
and the ‘most perfect users of words.” The 
“Teaves of Grass,” that gigantic language ex- 
periment, was often regarded by him as an effort 
towerd a democratic poetry: “It is an attempt,” 
he once said, “to give the spirit, the body, the 
man, new words and new potentialities of speéch 
~an American, a cosmopolitan range of self- 
expression. The new times, the new people, the 
new vista’need a tongue according—yes, what is 
more, they will have such-a tongue.” 

Some years later Synge wrote in a preface to 
his ‘“‘ Poems,” ‘Many of the older poets (such as 
Villon and Herrfck and Burns) used their per- 
Sonal life as their material, and the verse written 
in this way was read by strong men, and thieves, 
and deacons—not by ‘little cliques only * * * 
Then, in the town writing of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, ordinary life was put into verse that was 
not poetry; and when poetry came back with 
Coleridge and Stielley it went into verse that was 
not always human, * * * It may almost be 
said.that before verse can be human again it 
must learn to be brutal.” 

That it is growing human again there can be 
no doubt. The same change of attitude is taking 
piace in poetry that is so evident in modern paint- 
ing. Beauty in art, as a contributor to the April 
Century points out, no longer means_“ refine- 
ment, elegance, Chippendale furniture, sweet col- 
ors, and jewels”; and, in-the same way, beauty 
in poetry has ceased to be synonymous only with 
nightingales, sunsets, “the blue Aegean,” Keats, 
love in Spring, Greek myths,. “the dear, dead 
days,” .and any other age but our own, The 
times demand from the poet something more than 
the old glamour of melody and the tinsel of ro- 
manticism. It demands, what all the other arts 
are asking, the expression of strong feeling, the 
impress of personality, of a fresh and individual 
point of view. Poetry had been over-réfined and 
unhuman; its emotions, like its language, had be- 
come prettified and artificial. It was steeped in 
classicism and its pages were drenched with the 
aroma of the midnight oil. But no longer. Whit- 
man, even more prophet than poet, foresaw it. 
“Thus, from “ By Blue Ontario’s Shore”: 

Rhymes and rhymers pass ot poems dis- 
tilled from poems pass aw: 

“The swarm of reflectors and nthe polite pass, 
and leave ashes * * * 

The poet of to-day does not get his poem from 
poetry; he is “faithful to things.” Things con- 
cern him; vistas, events, people concern him, not 
a patterned, preconceived image about them, A 
weeping -woman does not inevitably suggest 
“Niobe” to him any longer; he can write about 
a-sunrise without dilating upon “the blush of 
Aurora.” Life, in short, is something more actual 
to him than a personally conducted tour through 
Bullfinch’s “ Mythology.” He knows ‘that there 
is nothing commonplace or insignificant but is 
instinct with beauty; that the Fact is glorious in 
itself; that “a leaf of grass is no less than the 
journey-work of the stars,” and that “the run- 
ning blackberry .would adorn the parlors. of 
heaven.” 

And, as poetry ‘has grown more actual and 
human, it has grown simpler, And, logically 





enough, as it has grown simpler it has become 
more readable. This is the principal reason for 


. the astonishing way in which the public has taken . 


to verse; the reason why, to quote a prominent 
publisher, “the poets have broken into the best- 
sellers class. ”" People have found out, very much 
to their own surprise,- that they * actually could 
read poetry. Afid, what is more, they discovered, 
with even greater amazement, that they could 
enjoy. it. A special training, a preparatory knowl- 
edge of the classics, an acquaintance with rare 
legends and rarer words is no longer required. 
It is the use of this vigorous and actual speech 
that makes the work of such utterly dissimilar 
poets as John Masefield, Edwin Arlington ‘Robin- 
son, Lascelles Abercrombie,*-James Oppenheim, 
(whose remarkable new poems are to be pub- 
lished shortly,) Rupert Broeke, and Rabindranath 
Tagore so personal and alive. Each man in his, 
own idiom, but always in the language of the 
people, is expressing both himself and his age. 
Poetry has oncé more become democratic; it is 
no longer an exclusive diversion for the languid 
and literary. It is no longer a dead tongue. It 
reflects with its rich speech the rich intensity of 
the day; it has ceased to record, in recondite 
phrases, a life that was apprehended only dimly, 
being reflected from one literature to- another— 
like something seen, not directly, but through a 
long line of old mirrors. / 

In Whitman’s “Song of the Exposition” oc- 
curs this passage: 
Come, Muse, migrate from Greéce and Ionia. 


Cross out, please, those immensely overpaid 
aecounts; 


That matter of Troy ard Achilles’ wrath, and 
Aeneas’ and Odysseus’ wanderings. 

Placard “Removed” and “‘To Let” on the rocks 
of your snowy Parnassus * * * 

For know a better, fresher, busier sphere; a 
wider, untried domain awaits and demands 
you, 

The spirit of these five lines, it seems to me, 
is.the force that actuates all the “new.” poetry; 
it is the spur and sword of our freedom. It is a 
protest and a promise; it has the power of an 
inspiring and good-humored battle cry. And we 
cannot help but respond, For poetry is no longer 
an escape from life: it is a spirited encounter 
with it. 


BEGINNINGS GF LBRARIES 


THE BEGINNINGS OF LIBRARIES. By Ernest Cushing 
Richardson. Princeton University Press. $1. 


T may be a far cry from Forty-second Street 
and Fifth Avenue, from Great Russell Street 

or the Vatican, to a knotted cord and a notched 
stick preserved in a hut by a primitive man, but 
across even such a gulf of years passes the 
librarian of Princeton University in the search for 
that which has made him famous, the beginnings 
of libraries. He goes back even further than that, 
for he starts his study with the alleged libraries 
of the antediluyian natriarchs—the collection 
Adam is said to have written. before he was asked 
to vacate the garden, and the bon voyage box of 
beoks Noah is reputed to have taken with him 
on the ark. These, of course, Mr. Richardson con- 
siders only in the light the legends have cast 
on the history of man’s mind. Real libraries be- 





gan when man commefced to keep records, when’ 


he tallied up the day’s hunt on a notched wand 
or set down the story of his prowess in picture 
writing on birch bark, or skins or wampum belts. 
‘A collection of such, according toahe author, con- 
stituted a library. 

The work of the librarian had a beginning no 
less interesting. Priests were the original guar- 


_ dians of books, and they kept them in an és- 


pecially reserved cave or hut. The bookcases of 
those days were clay jars, chests, and skin 
pouches. When you wanted a book you went 
to the cave and the priest hauled one forth from 
the skin pouch, and you sat yourself right. down 
there on the spot and did the reading while the 
librarian stood at a respectful distance keeping 
his eye on you, just as a mucsyin. guard does in 
these days. 

Though Mr.

contains many facts and opens up many avenues 
of speculation that. will prove of interest to the 
layman, who. finds on. his. shelf of favorite 
authors, as, no doubt, ’ found his primitive fore- 
fathers, the gateway to what Chaucer calls “the 
blissful. place of the herte’s hele and dedly 
woundés cure,” .

MEMORIES OF an YOUTH. By George Haven Putnam.

OMETHING more than a mere whim ied 
Goethe to write “ Dichtung und Wahrheit” 
across the title page of his autobiography. 

Indeed, the rosy and golden haze of reminiscence 
is pleasant enough to bask in, but it does play 
fast and loose with the facts of the distant land- 
escape, and the more distant the faster and looser. 
The further‘do we journey from those facts the 
nfore do we come to realize that that early world, 
that world of childhood, of student life, of young 
adventures and great ideals and amazing love 
affairs, was after all the best possible world and 
we—this only -by implication—were, after all; the 
best possible people in it. This attitude comes 


about largely through having grandchildren. 
Grandchildren .are by nature hero worshippers, 
and they have in addition so insatiable a thirst 
for. adventure stories that we must perforce 


“make two bold deeds grow where but one grew 


before, and gracefully accept the role of hero 
since no one else seems fitted to play it. And 
if we have ever been in a war, then, of course, 
it is all up with us, . 

Taking: all these fundamental factors into con- 
sideration, it is- almost incredible that George 
Haven Putnam could write his ‘“‘ Memories of My 
Youth,” as he has written it. It would be easy 
enough to understand hcw emotions, touched up 
by a mature understanding, could go racing back 
to ‘such an event, say, as a first impression of 
Abraham Lincoln, gathering weight as they raced, 
and having arrived, make of the incidept a very 
soul-stirring affair. Not only would it be under- 
standable, it would be justifiable, for after all, 
the we of seven decades is entitled to some in- 
timacy of connection with the we of two. And 
besides, the account of such a moment, inverted 
with all the thrills that were only potential at 
the time, would make very good reading, quite 
of the sort to satisfy a circle of hearth-rug 
listeners. And that is the way many memoirs 


_ happen to be. 


This, however, is the fashion in ites George 
Haven Putnam chronicles that first glimpse of 
Lincoln as he rose on the platform of Cooper 
Union in 1860 to deliver what was perhaps his 
most important political address, an address 
which, perhaps, more than any other made up 
the backbone of the following campaign: 

I was but a boy when I first looked upon she 
gaunt figure of the man who was to be ac 

cepted as the people’s leader in the great ivan. 
gle, and listened to the calm.but forcible argu- 
ments in favor of the Republican Party. 

It is not likely that/I took. in at the time 
with any adequate appreciation the weight of 
the speaker’s reasoning. I do remember that 
I was at once impressed with the feeling that 
a was a political leader whose methods dif- 


from those of any politician to wh I 
had listened, 


His contentions were based not upon in- 
¥ective or abuse of the other fellow, but purely 
on considerations of justice, on that everlasting 
principle that what is just, and only what is 
just, represents the largest and the highest in- 
terests of the whole nation. 

Perhaps we feel, with a little resentment, that 
Mr. Putnam let slip ‘a moment too exceilently 
dramatic to be sacrificed to truth. But it.is not 
long before we aré captured in the secure con- 
sciousness that it really happened, and before 
long we are sensitive of the charm of sound 
simplicity, sanity all. untouched by what could 
be. an excusable: sentimentality, of clearness and 
directness in the telling. Here is a reminiscent 
who never substitutes what he should have felt 
for what he didn’t feel. Never does he intimate 
that. at such a moment—when the news of war 
first broke in upon him ‘on the Continent—or on 
such a day when he marched away for three years 
of service—or .on the. morning when the news of 
Lincomm’s death edme down from Washington— 
that he had a vague and disturbing presentiment 
about turning points of life or impending dis-

RUSSIANJEWISH LITERATURE 


T is too readily assumed that the 
. Russian Jews—so many of whom 
have migrated to America during the 
past thirty years—are entirely: cooped 
up in their native country in a sort of 
intellectual ghetto entirely devoid of 
modern Wiews and information, But 
during the past fifty years there has 
been @ movement among them, known 
as Haskalah, which has attempted to 
combine modern 





given an-interesting account of this 
movement under the title “The Has- 
kalah Movement in Russia,” which has 
been published by the Jewish Publica- 
tion Society of America, 

He points out in his opening chapter 
that a certain amount of enlightenment 
was never absent from the Russian 
Jews, though the study of the Talmud 
was for many centuries the almost ex- 
clustve occupation of the Jewish mind 
in Russia. But certain indications show 
that. the enlighténment, which began to 
spread through Europe in the eighteenth 


. century, was not. without its effect In 


Russia, as was.shown in the remark- 
able career of Solomon Maimon, whose 
acute intellect was praised by men like 
Kant, Goethe, and Schiller. But such 
isolated cases did. not’ constitute any 
general. movement, which only came 
toward the middle of the nineteenth 
céntury, when the late Dr. Lilienthal 
was encouraged by the Russian Goy- 
ernment to. start secular education 
among the Russian Jews. He himself 
failed, and he came over to this. coun- 
try. The movement to which he gave 
@ «tart developed rapidly, and from 
1840 onward a large proportion of ,the 
intellectual Jews. of Russia were study- 
ing German literature with equal zest 
to that with which they had previously 
studied the Talmud. Isaac. Levinsohn 
wrote. several works to prove the com-

passion which is so characteristic of a 
certain shighly cultivated type, whose 
emotions spring from the imagination, 
not from the heart.

In a volume entitled ‘The New Ideals 
in the Gospel ” an authorized translation 
is given of a work by Prof, Hermann 
Schell, which has attracted a good deal 
of attention. in Europe. This work pre- 
sents a scholarly discussion of the rela- 
tions of Jesus and His teachings to the 
social and spiritual needs of the present 
day.. The author’s point of view is that 
of one who believes Jesus was some- 
thing more than a mere child of His 
own day and that He established a re- 
ligion that will be good for all time.

Mountaineering Record Among 
the Selkirks

WARD PALMER has climbed 
fifteen hitherto unconqvuered 
mountains in the Selkirk Range. 
He has mastered the stubborn résist- 
ence of the peak that is not. only the 
highest but probably the most. difficult 


in that Canadian mountain district. ‘In’ 


a region that knows almost no “ climb- 
ers’ huts,”’ few guides, arid practically 
no packmen, he has spent a good part 
at five years in mountaineering. The 


story of his explorgtions he puts ‘into: 


his ‘ew book. 

The Selkirk mountains are ‘not, Mr: 
Palmer hastens to tell us, a part of the 
Canadian Rockies. They are a separaté 
range, and although it is impossible, in 
the present embryonic state of  geo- 
graphical nomenclature in the ~moun~- 
tainous areas of British Columbia, to 
predicate any authoritative boundaries 


for the Selkirk Range, they are popu-~ 


larly held to embyace the entire terri-~ 
tory lying to the es of the great 
Columbia-Kootenay Valley, and ‘filling 
the immense loop between the upper 
course of the Columbia, flowing north- 
westerly from its source’ in Columbia 
Lake, and its south-flowing séction 
that carries it into the United States. 
The total length of the range may be 
estimated at about three hundred ‘miles, 
and the average width forty miles, The 
mountains run roughly parallel to the 
Rockies on the east. 

This has been—to a great extent is 
yet—a practically unknown region. The 
Indian trails did not traverse it. The 
pioneers passed it by.. The fur com- 
panies found it too difficult to “ pay,” 
and even the search for gold did not 
carry prospectors far into the heart of 
the range. Writers’ belittle its beauties 
because they have not known them, and 

’ Baedeker, Mr. Paimer assures us, is la- 
Mientably and disparagingly inaccurate. 
To the engineers of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway,.to a few bands-of college stu- 
dents, and to the parties which Mr. 
Palmer himself led, must go the major 
part of the credit for really discovering 
the beauty of the Selkirk Range, and 
for measuring its peaks. 

The general formation of the Selkirks, 
and the history of early explorations 
among them, is discussed in a few brief 
chapters at the beginning of Mr. Palm- 
er’s book. The larger part of the vol- 
ume is taken up with the fascinating 
record of his own mountaineering ex- 
ploits. And the very beautiful photo- 
graphs with which the book is lavishly 
illustrated were taken by himself and 
members of his party in the unknown 
lands of the high hills. 

The highest peak in the Selkirks is 
Mount Sir Sandford, in the northeast- 
ern section of the range, in the angle 
between the Gold River and the Co- 
lumbia. This mountain Mr. Palmer, 
with his party, was the first to climb. 
He conquered it only after five vain 
efforts, and he assures his readers that 
his final victory was largely a matter 
of ‘‘ favorable conditions ” in the moun- 
tain snow. The mountain is 11,590 feet in 
height; it is not extraordinarily high, 
but it is exceedingly difficult. Attempts 
to climb it were made in 1907 and 1908, 
and there were Government surveys in 
the neighborhood in 1907. Mr. Palmer 
began ~his attack—or rather series of 
attacks—in 1909. He was accompanied 
by B. 8. Comstock of New York, 
Prof. H. C, Parker, who had made the 
first ascent of Mount Dawson in 1899, 
M. Dainard, and E. Robinson of Golden. 
The party set out in canoes, a danger- 
ous trip at best, down the Columbia 
from Beavermouth, leaving on June 14. 
For twenty-three days they explored 
the wilderness, climbed dizzy peaks, and 
Struggled with ice and slush. At the 
end of that time they were obliged to 
confess that Mount Sir Sanford could 
not be captured that year. What they 
had accomplished, however, was tj1¢ 
comparative “ opening up" of miles of 
magnificent scenery. 

The second attempt was made in july, 
1910, by Mr. Palmer and Profs. KE. W. 
D. Holway and Frederick K. Butters of 
the University of Minnesota. This time 
the party found itself defeated by 
straight, impassable peaks. A few 
weeks later the same men tried’ again, 
and succeeded in mastering a magnifi- 
cent snow mountain of 10,660. feet, 
which they named Pioneer, Peak.

Of those that have béen conquered, Mr. 
Palmer has been the first victor over 
ten mountains: Five others, of less 
height but little less .difficulty, he has 

as . He has named 
forty peaks of the Selkirks, and’ the 
Canadian Survey has named one, Mount 
Palmer, in his honor. In addition to 
Mount Sir Sandford, Mr. Palmer has 
made the first ascent of Mount Ada- 
mant, 10,980 feet; Mount Austerity, 
10,960; Grand Mountain, 10,832; Mount 
Augustine, 10,762; Mount Cyprian, 
10,712; The Gothics, 10,660; Mount Kil- 
patrick, 10,624; The Footstool, 10,410, 
and Mount Holway, 10,002 feet. * 

What with grizzly bears and mos- 
quitos, the Canadian mountains pre- 
sented discomforts little known in the 
Alps. And the absence of huts, the 
difficulty of portage, and the incon- 
venience of carrying provisions, have 
made the problem of the Selkirks somc- 
what more troublesome than, that of 
the mountains of Eurdpe, Mr, Palmer’@ 
record is entrancing, and often most ex- 
citing, reading. 

The author calls. attention severa: 
times in his book to the similarity of 
conformation in the mountains of Can- 
ada and Switzerland, and suggests that 
the Selkirks and the Canadian Rockies 
be grouped together under the general 
name of “Canadian Alps.’ The sim- 
ilarity is obvious; the. Kicking Horse 
Valley is as strangely flat as the Val- 
ley of the Rhéne; there are many peaks 
in the Selkirks that look like the~-Mat- 
terhorn; an alpine wilderness of flow- 
ers coquets with the Canadian timber- 
line. But the word “Alps” is not a 
generic title. And its connotation is 
surely too specific for satisfactory 
transplanting. Why not “ Caiadian 
Mountains” ?

The little volume of Mr. Harrison—it 
contains just eighteen pages of de- 
scriptive matter and seventeen full-page 
photographs—will find its chief ad- 
mirers among those who delight in good 
pictures and just enough reading mat- 
ter to make their meaning clear.

NEW WRITERS 
Mr. Harrison's View. of Their 
: Opportunitie¢ 


New York Times Review of Books: J 
OME very interesting questions 
S propounded by Sydnor Hatri- 
son in the April number of The 
Atlantic Monthly ought to be discussed 
in THE TIMBs BOoK REVIEW, [in addition 
to the article on the subject that re- 
cently appeared among your “ Topics of 
the Week.”’] The gist of Mr. Harrison’s 
contribution ig that while there is sup- 
posed'ito be a “short-story famine” in 
the magazine offices, the new writer. 
eannot obtain a hearing; whereas, when 


he acquires reputation, amen besiege 
his desk for stories. 

I believe I can answer Mr. Harrison’ s 
questions out of some editorial experi- 
ence, soma years of intimate study of 
the different magazines (which has been 
2 sort of hobby with me,) and- several 
years of magazine writing, which has 
brought me a modest income and forced 
upon me certain convictions relating to 


~the subject which Mr. Harrison brings 


up in so entertaining a manner. 

First, as“to the opportunities of the 
new writer. I am convinced that an 
author's name counts for no more than 
10 per cent. among the chances of ac- 
ceptability. For “all practical purposes 
the unknown writer has as much chance 
as the writer of reputation. That it 
seems differently to Mr. Hafrison is 
due to the fact that he comes under 
the 10 per cent. rule. If he had offered 
the “right” sort of contributions he 
would have made a moderate but fairly 
regular income during his days of ap- 
prenticeship.~ 

A rather naive mistake which Mr. 
‘Harrison makes is the assumption that 
the literary merit of a story determines 
its acceptability. This delusion, which 
seems shared by many experienced writ- 
ers, is not only unjustified but is even 
unfair to the magazines. One can frank- 
ly say that, with the exception of The 
Atlantic Monthly, there.is not one mag- 
azine in the United States that pays any 
regard to the literary value of.a story— 
that is to say, to style, truth, crafts- 
manship, sincerity—except in so far as 
these qualities are commercially nego- 
tiable. And why should it? A maga- 


_zine is not an eleemosynary institution, 


but a commercial -enterprise.. That the 
public has much more discrimination 
than the magazine editors and publish- 
ers believe I am- sure; that a magazine 
or publishing house which catered to the 
discerning would reap large and unex- 
pected profits I know; still, to require a 
firm that thrives by supplying a certain 
class of commodity to alter its product 
from sentimental regard to that vague 
conception, literary merit, is asking the 
impossible of human nature. 

What, then, do the magazines want? 
In every instance a highly specialized 
type of story appropriate to just one 
magazine in each case. The story has 
to be bound by vanadium steel limita- 
tions, if it is to be sold, arid while each 
magazine has its special requirements, 
certain ones are common to all. Not 











only must stories end in certain pre- 
scribed ways, but they must be devel- 
oped-in certain ways. There are not 
more than @ dozen individual types of 
character-in dH America; anyhody who 
has a friend knows perfectly well that 
that friend resembles exactly a dozen 
-more of his friends, that this country is 
_a land of types rather than of indivi- 
duals. It is just those dozen types that 
have to be represented in periodical 
literature.. There are six possible heroes 
and six possible heroines, and each of 
the six acts along conventionalized 
lines. There are magazines that Will 
tolerate ‘“‘ feeliyig,” sentiment, truth, 
realism even, and even style; but (ex- 
cepting ‘the Atlantic Monthly, which 
is in a class of its own,) there is-not 
one magazine that will tolerate original- 
ity—that is to say, divergence from type: 

Here is the explanation of Mr. Harri- 
son’s bewilderment, and this is why the 
boarding houses of Brooklyn and Man- 
hattan south of rlem are thronged 
with ‘hall bedroom ‘writers, turning out 
stories more litérary than any which ap- 
pear in the magazines, which will never 
get into print. 

In short, the periodical story has 
reached that point of development where 
it has become muscle bound. Anybody 
who has read “ Queed ” will see at once 
why its author could not sell his stories; 
he has an original mind. 


That is why, in spite of the crudeness 


of the English magazines, -many Amer- 


ican authors are making a living by. 


contributing to. those ill-paying publica- 
tions. The English magazine is’ in a 
lower state of develépment, and hence, 
with all its drawbacks, allows latitude 
for originality and individual expression.

— DOCTRINE OF THE EXTERNAL SOUL.

T last’ the third edition of Dr, 
A Frazer’s. monumental work on 


the Gold Bough’ is concluded by 
the issue of two further volumes en- 
titled ‘‘ Balder the Beautiful.’’" The 
work originally appeared in- two volumes 
in 1890; but the third edition has. been 
expandeg into no less than ten volumes, 
which constitute a veritable encyclo- 
pedia of mythology and folk-lore,- It 
is not too much to say that tliey contain 
the largest amount of widespread learn- 
ing of any work produced in the 
English-speaking world; and it will be 
difficult to mention any book of our 
own generation’ produced, even in France 
and Germany—the homes of learning— 
Which can vie with it in thoroughness 
of research and. skfll of presentation. 
The topics with which Dr. Frazer deals 
are among the most fundamental in 
theological thought, and its ultimate 
effect on theology may be as great as 
that of the ‘ Origin of Species’’ on 
biology. 

The germ out of which this huge 
series of investigations has sprouted 
seems, at first sight, only a curiosity 
of custom, The ancient Priest of Aricia 
near Lake -Alba held his office only 
on condition that he would fight any 
competitor for it to the death who suc- 
ceeded, in the first place, in plucking 
from a sacred oak in the Grove of Nemi, 
near Rome, a golden bough identified 
by Dr. Frazer with the mistletoe. This 
curious. custom attracted the attention 
of Lord. Macaulay, who, in one of his 
“Lays of Rome,” speaks of: 

The still glassy oh that sleeps 
Beneath Aricia‘’s trees— 

Those trees in ‘home dim shadow 

ag vhs pl pe 9 doth reign, 
slew the slayer 
= shall himself be slain. 

The problems which Dr. Frazer had to 
solve were: Why the old priest had to 
be slain by the new one before the lat- 
ter Could be inducted into office; why 
he was called the king of the grove; 
what was his connection with the grove 
itself; why need he be slain at all; 
and; above all, why did his successor 
have to pluck the Golden Bough before 
entering upon the fatal combat? These 
various inquiries have led Dr. Frazer 
far afield, and each of them takes a 
volume, or sometimes two, to answer, 
but, on the whole,“he has kept to the 
original problem throughout his five 
thousand pages, and is, therefore, en- 
titled to call the whole series of inves- 
tigatipns “The Golden Bough.” But 
one cannot help thinking that the work 
would have gained in systematic value 
if he had frankly thrown over the rather 
slight thread of connection made by the 
inquiry into the Arician priesthood and 
dealt with the various topics on their 
own merits. However, Dr. Frazer is a 
literary artist as well as a scientific in- 
vestigator, and something must be con- 
ceded to the artistic temperament. 

The elaborate answers to the above 
~questions which run through the ten 
volumes may be roughly summarized as 
follows: The Arician priest was really 
the sacred King “of the Grove of Nemi, 
upon whose existence that of the grove 
and of all surrounding vegetation ‘was 
aependent, owing to the magical arts 
which he exercised. The relation be- 
tween magic and religion, ~ therefore, 
form the subject of the first two vol- 
umes of the series. These sacred kings, 
upon whom so much depends, are the 
subject of various taboos, which are 
enumerated and discussed in the second 
division and third volume. Other gods 
of vegetation are recorded as dying a 
natural or accelerated death. These are 
enumerated in the fourth volume, while 
the views there exp ded are 
in the fifth volume, “to the ancient “myths 
of Adonis, Attis, and Osiris. The next 
two volumes are devoted to a general 
consideration of the spirits of the cory 

and the wild, often supposed to be em- 


lied 














Dr, Frazer suggests that the Golden 
Bough ‘was really a mistletoe growing 
upon. the sacred oak in the Grove of 
Nemi, and this suggests a parallel to 
the myth of Balder the Beautiful, who 
was slain by a dart made out of mistle- 
toe, and then his body burned in his 
long ship after the fashion of the Vik- 
ings. This leads to an elaborate. dis- 
cussion of the Fire Festivals of Eu- 
rope, in which bonfires are kindled on 
certain days of the year—Lent, Easter, 
First of May, Mid-Summer, Hallowe'en, 
Mid-Winter, &c. Dr. Frazer, in his 
original investigations, ' followed Mann- 
hardt in regarding these festivals as 
Sun Festivals, but he has now been 
converted by Dr. .Westermarck. into re- 
garding them as purificatory, intending 
to burn up any . baleful witchcraft 
which might prevent fertility of the 
fields. His new views ‘remove his 
elaborate investigation from any con- 
nection with the general line of his 
theories about the Golden Bough, but 
he has, nevertheless, expanded the evi- 
dence and given a huge mass of detail 
about these interesting festivals, which 
show an underlying belief in witch- 
craft in the rural population of Europe 
which has by no means disappeared at 
the present day. 

Reverting to the. mistletoe in its con- 
nection with the myth of Balder and 
the Golden Bough of the Arician priest- 
hood, Dr. Frazer suggests that it was 
regarded as specially sacred because of 
the parasitic nature of the plant, or 
still more probably because it is sup- 
posed to have fallen upon the tree in a 
flash of lightning. By a series of 
elaborate conjectures Dr. Frazer sug- 
gests the identity of Balder in the Norse 
myth with the sacred oak of the Druids 
and early Aryans, and further conjec- 
tures that the mistletoe with which he 
was slain was his “external soul.” 
For, among savages and primitive pec- 
ple generally, it is often thought that 
@ man’s soul can be kept outside him 
in a receptacle of some kind where it 
is safe from the assaults of the enemy. 
A well-known instance from Greek 
myth is afforded by Swinburne’s ** Ata- 
lanta in Calydon,’’ where Meleaget’s 
mother kills him by burning a brana 
saved from the fire when he was first 
born, which the fates declared to be the 
seat of his soul. Most of us have read 
fairy tales in which the soul of a giant 
is hidden in an oak ‘which is in the 
body of a duck, which is on an inac- 
cessible island. Oné of the Norse tales 
is entitled ‘‘The Giant Who Had No. 
Heart in, His Body.” Dr.. Frazer re- 
tells these stories in a very interesting 
chapter, but has not considered the 
suggestion I made some years ago, that, 
the closeness of the parallels. between 
the receptacles of the external souls in 
the different stories show rather bor- 
rowing than tmdependent origin; and if 
the stories were borrowed the wido 
spread of the custom and belief is.con- 
siderably ' diminished. 

This idea of an external soul has sug- 
gested to Dr. Frazer still another the- 
ory of the origin of Totemism, on which 
he ig the greatest living authority. If 
favages regarded their totems as hold- 
ing their external souls, this would ac-” 
count for their reverence and care for 
them. This leads Dr. Frazer to sug- 
gest a motive for the ritual of death 
and resurrection which is found so fre- 
ouently among savages in the initiatory 
ceremonies of young men, who are sup- 
posed literally to obtain @ new life-when 
iritiatea into the tribal mysteries. This 
will be the time when the soul of the 
neophyte would be deposited for safe 
custody in the totem of the tribe, so 
that it should not be endangered dufing 
the early stages of married life on 
which the young men are about to en- 
ter. Dr. Frazer hints that in this ob- 
scure region will ultimately be found 
the origin of our marriage system.

the ship Speedwell set 


Tuly 1620, 
sail from Delft, Holland, carrying 
a little group of Pilgrims bound for 
the New World. Stopping at South- 
ampton, the Speedwell was joined by the 
“Mayflower with a contingent from Lon- 
don, and together the little boats 
started. In a few hours the Speedwell 
Sprang a leak and was obliged to stop 
at Dartmouth for repairs, and then once 
more they proceeded. After sailing 
merrily along for 300 miles the Speed- 
Well, it was discovered, was in such a 
Parlous condition that an immediate 
return was advisable, so back the two 
ships put, and leaving 20 passengers in 
Plymouth, Devonshire, the rest, on 
board the Mayflower, made another try, 
and on Sept. 6 started with just 
100 souls, These included Brewster, 
Bradford, and the doughty but bashful 
Miles Standish. 

On the long voyage over, one died and 
one was born, so they landed as they 
started, 100 strong. Many were the 
perils, many the mishaps they with- 
stood on that trip and finally when 
they did sight land it was Provincetown, 
where their patent gave them no au- 
thority to stop, and so they sailed away 
to the southward to explore. On Nov. 
11 a party set out to find a likely spot 
to settle and for five weeks little groups 
searched up and down the coast until it 
was decided that Plymouth was as good 
a site as any, and on Dec. 22 they land- 
“ed at this place. 

In 1894 Col. Richard Henry Greene 
founded a society of men and women 
who could trace their ancestry back to 
one of the hundred. To-day there are 
3,000 descendants of that little band of 
men and women who were ready to die 
for a principle, amd these 3,000 call 
themselves The Society of Mayflower 

’ Descendants. There are members in six- 
teen States. In New York State Fred- 
erick Chandler Seabury is Governor. 
The rooms of this branch are at 44 East 
Twenty-third. Street. All the colonies 
journey to Plymouth to attend a na- 
tional congress every third year on Sept. 
6, the date of the sailing. Another day 
that is observed by the colonies all over 
the Union is Nov. 21, the date of the 
drawing up and signing of the Compact 
in the cabin of the Mayflower, and on 
Dec. 22 there is a dinner and large re- 
ception or ball to commemorate the 
landing of the 100 souls unafraid. 

Last year England put up a monu- 
ment to the memory of the Pilgrims on 
the spot from which they embarked, 
and the Mayflower descendants here and 
the Society of New England Women 
sent a contribution to the fund.

The Century Com- 
pany's Season—Re- 
cord of the Under- 
taking to Give Pop- 
ular Performances 


in English. 


HE season of the Century Opera 
was brought to a close last 
evening, much eaflier than 
had at one time been intended, 

though the season has even flow been 
very long and very arduous. It was 
proposed to make the season last 
forty-five weeks. It opened on Sept. 
15; and its close would thus have 
heen. cafried on well toward the dog 
days. As it is, the season has contin- 
ued for thirty-one weeks. There have 
been not a few changes-in the Century 
Opera Company’s plans, as was to be 
expected in an enterprise venturing 
on. ground ‘so wholly unknown. - They 
were necessary, and indeed desirable, 
and it was proper that its directors 
should from time to time reshape their 
policy in accordance with what they 
found their public wanted, or what 


_ pleased. them best; and in accordance 


” 


with what best promoted the interests 
of the company. 

The most important of such changes 
was the abandonment of the plan of 
giving each opera for a week seven 
times. in Einglish, and the eighth in 
the language in which it was orig- 
inally written. ~The amount of wear 
and tear which such an apparently 
simple arrangement must necessarily 
produce in an. establishment where 
there. was.already too much to do 
and too. little time to do it ih was 
quite needless. Some might say that 
the change is a proof of an itsatiate 
public desire for opera in Bnglish; or 
at least the result of a well matured 
experiment to find otit what the pub- 
lic did, want. It is to be feared, how- 
ever, that this season has not settled

“TI do not keep my own birthday,”

I should keep Shakespeare’s.’’ 

Whereat Mr. Chesterton mildly ob- 
served that in his opinion if Mr. Shaw 
had always kept his own birthday he 
would be better able to understand 
Shakespeare’s birthday—and. Shakes- 
pedre’s poetry. ’ 

“A man,” said Mr. Chesterton, 
‘should be always tied to his mother’s 
apron strings; he should always have 
a hold on his childhood and be ready 
at intervals to start anew from a child- 
ish standpoint. Theologically the thing 
is best expressed by saying: ‘ You must 
be born again.’ Secularly it is best ex- 
Pressed by saying: ‘You must keep 
your birthday.’

NEW play. by John Galsworthy, 
A which, according) to the an- 
nouncements, is to be seen here 
with Otis Skinner in the-~ leading. réle, 
was recently produced at the Gaiety 
Theatre in Manchester, England, where 
the reception was enthusiastic. : 
The play is»called ‘‘The Mob.’’ Its 
title, says a writer in the London Morn- 
ing Post, is a little misleading. It 
suggests that inchoate rabble that 
Horace h@ted, that Shakespeare scorned, 
and Goethe pilloried. But Mr. Gals- 
worthy’s mob is something bigger than 
that. “The rabble is merely its sedi- 
ment, not itself. What he shows us 
for ‘‘the mob” is a nation engulfed in 
a@ mob emotion. Looking about amid 
experienced history, as the realist will, 
he has apparently chosen the Boer war 
as the most striking ‘instance of public 
enthusiasm sweeping all before“it. Not 
that Mr. Galsworthy mentions “the 
Boer war, but he implies it at every 
turn. : Re 
We are presented, then, with a country 
embarking on a popular war. But aside 
and apart from the tide of public opinion 
stands Stephen More, M. P. He is 
against the war, heart and: soul. He 
speaks against. it in the House while 
the first blood is being shed; he resigns 
his seat and his prospects in order to 
fight against it throughout the country. 
From that moment he is up against 
“the mob.”’. He is the leader of a for- 
lorn hope. And it-is apparently the fate 
of the idealist which Mr. Galsworthy is 
intent on sketching. With grim realism 
Mr. Galsworthy sets the final stages of 
this pilgrim’s progress before us. We 
see More pelted by the mob and harried 
by his. wife. Nor are these things 
heroically drawn. They are just set 
down in bitter earnest. More makes no

personality or flair. He just endures 
the showers of orange skin and stones, 
gets in a word edgeways sometimes, and 
waits. Nor does the crowd crush More 
in dramatic frenzy; it mérely hoots and 
spits and snarls, then melts away. 

In the last act More stands absolutely 
isolated.. Family, children, and servants 
have left him—unlikely contingency! On 
the night of. a great victory the mob, 
in. Mafeking mood, invades his cham- 
bers. And here Mr. Galsworthy cannot 
withstand one melodramatic if subtle 
touch. More has infuriated the crowd 
by a’ bitter speech. He has taiked of 
the mob,as having body but no mind 
and-no spirit. At that a dark-haired 
girl, her dead’ lover’s name on her lips, 
snatches the knife from a Boy Scout’s 
belt and lunges at More, killing him in 
a breath. And you see the mob melt- 
ing, cowed, away, and cautiously 
switching off the light. After that 
Caesarian end one was scarcely sur- 
prised to.see, the curtain rise yet again 
on his statue decorating a sunny square 
somewhere in the future. The legend 
on the. pedestal ran, “‘ Erected by the 
country: to :the ‘memory of Stephen 
More, Faithful to his ideal.’ 

*“ Be it said at once,’’ writes the Man- 
chester correspondent of The Daily 
Chronicle, ‘‘ that this is one of the most 
daring, the most powerful, and the most 
absorbing. things that the great realist 
has written. The play is quite obvi- 
ously a return to the mood of ‘Strife’ 
and ‘The Silver Box.’ Mr. Galsworthy 
is again chiefly concerned to show us 
one of the fascinating, if futile, clashes 
of modern life. From first to last there 
is a fine rush and hurry of great forces

It is, of ¢cOUfse, quite possible to 
cover small boxes with white crépe 
paper and, after the cake is neatly 
cut, to tie it into the boxes with white 
ribbon.

Cut the cake into slices half an inch 
thick and a little smaller than the 
size box you choose. <A slice two 
and a half inches long and an inch 
and a half wide is a good ‘size. Wrap 
each slicé in a piece of waxed paper 
and then slip it under the lace around 
the edge of the box.

Fia- 
vor with almond extract and bake 
carefully in a square loaf or in a 
round pan with a cylinder in the 
centre. Ice with white frosting and 
décorate with small frosting rosts 
made with a tube 


The Punch. 


A good wedding punch: can be made 
without alcoholic flavoring, if it im de« 
sired. Wash a dozen good lemons and 
two sweet oranges and then grate off 
the thin, outer rind... Add.to four 
cupfuls.of granulated: sugar and a 
quart of water. Stir in a granite 
saucepan over the fire until the sugar 
is dissolved and then boil siowly for 
ten minutes without stirring. Strain 
through cheesecloth and add to it 
while it is hot the contents of a glass 
of currant jelly, one of gtape jelly, and 
one of raspberry or quince jelly. Cool 
and add a cupful of pineapple cubes, 
and two of canned strawberries, and 
plenty of candied cherries cut in Half. 
Put on the ice for ten or twelve hours. 
Then pour it into a huge punch bowl, 
in the centre of which there.is a 
block of ice, and add three quarts of 
Apollinaris. water, 
juice, and a-quart of imported ginger 
'ale. 

‘Here is‘a tested récipe for wedding 
punch: Pour three cupfuls of bofling 
‘water over a cupful of sugar and 
aiid’'a pint of good brandy. Bottle it 
and let it stand for twenty-four hours, 
shaking from time to time. Then 
aiid three cupfuls of pineapple juice, 
two éupfuls’. of --lemion - juice,. ard’ a 
quart of claret.

the bulkhead, and as fast as the rec- 
ords are made the load is picked up by 
@ power truck and wheeled into the 
hold of the vessel. The little trucks 
carry almost as much as a horse dray, 
but instead of piling up goods and 
adding to the pier congestion, they go 
straight. from the bulkhead platform 
into the hold of the vessel. This of 
course leaves the floor of the pier free 
to receive the discharged cargo, and 
for trucks that come to take away 
these goods. In other words, all the 
freight on the plier floor is incoming 
stuff to be, carted away by trucks, 
All that is unloaded at the bulkhead is 
outgoing’ and is carried into the hold 
of the vessel by electrics. 

“The trucks are equipped with mo- 
tors for each wheel; a pinion on the 
end of the armature shaft meshes 
with a gear bolted on the wheel, thus 
doing away with the use of chain and 
countershaft. The trucks have a 
speed of seven miles an hour and will 
climb a 28 per cent. grade when 
loaded. Energy is furnished from a 
44-cell lead storage battery, deliver- 
ing 85 volts on the discharge. In ad- 
dition to the freight-shifting trucks 
there is a Jarger machine equipped 
with a crane for picking héavy pieces 
from the ground and lifting them to 
waiting wagons or to the loading 
platform. ‘This crane will lift a ton 
weight at the rate of 40 feet a min- 
ute. It is operated by an electric 
motor which takes its energy from 
the storage battery, 

“Through the use of these electric 
trucks outbound shipments get rid of 
their loads Without delay and leave 
the pier, while at the same time those 
that are calling for goods drive into 
the pier for loading, and West Street 
is left free of blockade.”’ 

Dangerous to Use One Light.

AUTOS INVADING 


HONGKONG COLONY. 


Despite Lack of Roads American | 
Motors Are Popular There 
—Building Highways.

Although the chief portion>.of the 
colony of Hongkong is an island com- 
posed almost entirely of a mountain 
ridge, in which roads have been con- 
structed in the- past only for pedes- 
trians, sedan chairs, or jinrickishas, 
and mostly at exceedingly steep 
grades, the past year has developed 
a considerable trade in automobiles, 
according to Consul General George 
E.. Anderson, stationed there. Some 
forty or more are now in use in the 
colony and three garages are doing 
a thriving business in renting cars 
for tourists and pleasure parties, 

“It has come to be a fashionable 
as well as a common thing,” he re- 
ports, ‘‘for Chinese festal parties to 
add an automobile ride along the sea- 
shore to other means of entertain- 
ment. Public cars, accordingly, are 
usually ‘those built for large parties, 
not necessarily speedy or of high 
power, but roomy. Well-to-do .Chi- 
nese and Eurasians have begun pur- 
chasing medium to low-priced cars 
for private Use, and these cars, mostly 
American, follow the usual run of 
such machines for family use in the 
United States.- Cars at around $1,500 
gold and weighing about 3,000 pounds 
and seating ordinarily four oF five 
persons are usually preferred. Amer- 
ican cars are in most general use, as 
they are about 30 per cent. cheaper, 
quality for quality. Eurdpean makes 
are preferred for their strength and 
finish, but American cars represent 
more value in this market for the 
price. 

“ There is a strong movement in the 
colony toward the improvement of all 
roadways on the lower levels and on 
the mainland portion of the colony, so 
as to accommodate automobile traffic. 
The extension of roadways into the in. 





terior of the mainland is difficult, ina 


view. of a? range: of high hills to be 
crossed, but a considerable amount of 
road building for. military. purposes 
has already been done, and further 
extension and widening of this system 
are-being made.as funds and oppor- 
tunity are had, The prospects of con- 
siderable road extension for motor pur- 
poses are favorable, and it is probable 
that the extension of a motor; road to 
points near the Chinese frontier, par- 
ticularly to Fanling, a popular. golf 
course, will-be. made in the immediate 
future.” : 


SENATORS ON ROADS. 


Several Express Their Views to Three 
A's on Federal Aid. 


When the United States Senate 
Committee on Post Offices and Post 
Roads reports on the Federal aid good 
roads measure which found approval 
in the House of Representatives, it 
will probably be followed by a thor- 
ough debate on the most effective 
plan obtainable, when the subject is 
approached from a national view- 
point. Recent replies from Senators 
to a communication sent to them by 
George C. Diehl, Chairman of the 
A. A. A. National Good Roads Board, 
indicate a quite positive interest of 
the members of the other branch of 
Congress. Among those who have 
not hesitated to express pronounced 
views on the subject is Senator Lane 
of Oregon, who said recently. 

"I would like to see a plan devised 
by which main highways of the coun- 
try would be constructed by the Gov- 
ernment, making use of the army 
engineers in the construction, and 
have the States,*through the use of 
the prisoners, build feeders to them.” 

Senator Smoot of Utah gave this 
summation of the subject: 


*I will frankly state that I am op- 
posed to. the so-called Shackleford 
Roads bill, for I believe that it is 
nothing more or less than a pork- 
barrel measure, I am in favor of 
good roads legislation, but before 
embarking upon it I believe it is the 
auty of Congress to agree on a com- 
prehensive plan which will not only 
benefit the States, but the nation.” 

Senator Shepard of Texas said: 

“Tam in favor of people’s legisla- 
tioh along this line. I will go thor-

ROAD DIRECTIONS 


The section of New Jersey trav- 
-ersed on the trip outlined below by 
the bureau of tours of the Automobile 
Club of America cannot be surpassed 
in beauty of scenery by any trip of 
equal distance in that State, Good 
reads will be found throughout the 
run, and >the accommodations are 
satisfactory. The Forty-second Street 
Ferry is crossed to Weehawken. 
From the ferry up the hill and then 
by way of Third Street the Hudson 
County Boulevard is reached. Here 
turn left for one-half mile, then at 
the trolley crossing turn right into 
Gardner Street, after which bear left 
and cross the trolley into Secaucas 
Road.

“This: last is the real test of -up- 
holstery design. 

“There is, however, in addition to 
the mere body dimensions, and beside 
the relative pierits of different spring 
suspensions, a still more important 
element for -consideration in. design- 
ing a car for riding comfort, and that 
is the general assembly, taking into 
account the distribution of the weight 
above the springs and axles—to make 
it plain, the position of the wheels 
with reference to the load both of\pas- 
sengers and machinery. 

“For the benefit of the ouitind and 
for easé of steering, assembly design- 
ers found years ago that it was essen- 
tial to place the front wheel well for- 
ward; usually, in a water-cooled car, 
on a line with the front of the radia- 
tor. For a similar consideration of 
passengers, European assembly de- 
signers are to-day placing the rear 
wheel well back, and the body design- 
er, who in Europe is largely the as- 
sembly authority also, contributes 
further to comfort,by keeping his pas- 
sgenger load well forward, allowing, of 
course, generous foot room, but no 
more. -"¢ 

“The manufacturers of many 
American cars seem not to have con- 
sidered ‘this matter of general assem- 
bly design at all, so far as passenger 
comfort is concerned. The method 
seems to have been to place the front 
wheel according to accepted practice, 
then to make up their minds they will 
produce and advertise a certain num- 
ber of inches wheel*base, and on a 
chassis so designed, place a body with 
a long tonneau: compartment which 
projects the seat load far back of the 
rear axle. 

“Tt is no wonder that a car so de- 
signed will completely use up its pas- 
sengers within two hundred miles on 
just good, average roads, even with- 
out considering the spring suspension. 
Bvery rough spot will throw the :pas- 
sengers off the-seat,. at a. speed of 
twenty-five: miles, and yet this long, 
roomy tonneau is featured as of great 
benefit to the prospective buyer.

VITAL TO KNOW COSTS. 


‘Gerber Tells of Methods Employed In 
Figuring Expenses of Manufacture. 

Few .dealers in automobiles and 
practically no users ever stop té con- 
sider the enormous. amount of detail 
necessary to arrive accurately at the 
factory cost of a car, according to 
Edward F. Gerber, President of one 
of the motor car. companies. - 

“To secure the exact cost of each 
of the 85,000: parts entering into an 
automobile requires more detail, more 
labor, and more vexation of spirit 
than the average man ‘oan readily un- 
derstand,” said he last week. 
for any manufacturing concern to be 
@ success it is absolutely necessary to 
have some good system‘of arriving at 
the cost of its product. Cost records 
can be kept by many small manufac- 
turing concerns without much trouble 
and expense, where their products do 
not differ materially. But with a 
large motor company the case is dif- 
ferent. Its output is large and ex- 
tensive, every car being made up of 
innumerable small parts, This makes 
‘necessary the installation of a very 
Pcomprehensive department to correct- 
ly determine the cost of every fin- 
ished car. 

“To arrive at the figures, many 
actual tests must be made, especially 
in the machine shops and in the 
painting and trimming departments, 
Not only the amount of material used 
in the construction of each part must 
be figured, but also the labor cost 
and any waste in materials. While 
there is no great waste in the larger 
items entering into a car, yet the per- 
centage runs high in a great many 
things. For instance, in. cutting up 
hides for upholstering purposes Ahe 
waste is very large. This is also the 
case with many of the smaller items, 
such as tacks, bolts, screws, rivets, 
paints, &c. An accurate account -.is 
kept of each test, so that a fair and 
safe proportion of waste may be de- 
and proper allowances 
made therefor. 

“Every month the retords of the 
past month are checked over and 
variations are noted in the record 
book, so that figures: are always .up 
to. date. The work requires men of 
Much’ experience in cost accounting,

It was unscathed after 70 miles of running under thane conditions, 








TESTS CAR ENAMEL 
BY HIS REFLECTION 


Foreman Uses Fenders as Mir- 
rors to See if Their Sur- 
face Is Right. 


Although he is not in thé least vain 
concerning his personal appearance, 
there is'a veteran foreman in one of 
the big motor companies’ Detroit 
staff who admits looking at the re- 
flection of his own face several hun- 
Gred times each day. Tom Hum- 
phreys is his name, and he bosses op- 
erations in the enameling department 
of the corporation’s plant 5. Under 
his direction a big force of men is 
continually at work dipping in great 
tanks of black enamel the fenders, 
hoods, and other pressed: steel parts 
of tars.

New i Haven Suffers by Preponder- 
ance of Passenger Traffic. 


Howard Elliott, Chairman of the New 
Haven, in his statenient to the stock- 
holders preliminary to their meeting 
next Tuesday, analyzed the effect of 
the road’s pectliar position in respect 
to the proportion of passenger to freight 
traffic. 

“The New Haven Road,”’ he said, “is 
unusual in the rélation between its 
freight and passemger business. Consid- 
ering the railroads of the country as 
one system, two tons of freight are car- 
ried for each. passenger, but on the 
New Haven only one-third of a ton is 
carried for each passenger. . 

“During. the first. eight months of 
this fiscal year the earnings from pas- 
senger trains were 50.6 per cent., and 
the earnings from freight trains 49.4 
per cent. of the revenue from transpor- 
tation service. In the same period the 
average cost (including taxes) of run- 
ning all trains one mile was $2.12. 
The revenue per passenger train mile 
was $1.00, and per freight train mile, 
$4.17. The passenger train mileage is

OF RESERVE SYSTEM 


New Law Gives Them Most of. 
the Advantages to be Gained 
by Joining It. 


Practically none of the New York 
State banks or trust companies has 
given any indication of a desire to join 
the Federal Reserve system, and the 
new banking law just signed by Gov. 
Glynn’ was so devised as to’ extend, as 
far as possible, to State institutions that 
decided to stay out‘of the system the 
Same advantages they would gain by 
entering it. It even gives some privi- 
leges that’ would be sacrificed by com- 
ing in under the Federal law. : 

An instance of the superior advantages 
of the State law has already been af- 
forded since it was signed by the Gov- 
ernor in the exercise by two institu- 
tions of the power it gives them ‘to 
make acceptances. This was done by 
the Guaranty: Trust Company and the 
Corn Exchange Bank on’ Friday, the 
first day the law was in effect. In the 
case of each of the drafts that were 
accepted by them the transactions’ rep- 
resented grew out of domestic trade. 
Even if the*Fedéral Reserve act’ were 
in full operation, these acceptances 
could not have been made by national 
banks, which are restricted to transac- 
tions in foreign trade.
